Tuesday, April i8, 1893. ) 

The Sixty-Sixth Annual Council of the Diocese of Missis- 
sippi met this day in the Church of the Mediator, Meridian, at 
eleven o'clock a. m. The Bi:?hop and the Clergy of the Diocese, 
together with the Lay Delegates to the Council entered the 
church in procession. 

After morning prayer, said by the Rev. W. R. Dye, of Co- 
lumbus, and the Rev. J. M. Magruder of Aberdeen, Holy Com- 
munion was celebrated by the Bishop, the Rev. De B. Waddeil 
assisting, and the Rev. Jno. A. Harris, of Pass Christian, being 
Preacher of the Council sermon. These services ended, the 
Bishop called the Council to order. O.i calling the Roll of the 
Clergy certified by the Bishop, the Secretary reported 15 clergy- 
men present, being a majority of the whole number, and the 
Bishop appointed as the Committee on Credentials of Lay Dele- 
gates the Rev. Jno. A. Hams and the Rev. Peter G. Sears. 
The committee reported a Roll of Lay Delegates, which being 
called showed 13 Parishes and 2 organized Missions represented. 
The Bishop appointed the Rev, W. C. Maguire and Mr. S. S. 
Neville as tellers, and the Council proceeded to the election by 
ballot of a Secretary and a Treasurer of the Council. The for- 
mer secretary, the Rev. Nowell Logan, declined re-election, 
whereupon the Rev. Geo. C. Harris, s. t. d., was duly elected 
Secretary, who named the Rev. Peter G. Sears as his assistant. 
Mr. Chas. H. Cocke, of Columbus, was duly elected Treasurer 
of the Council. On motion the Rules of Order and Order of 
Business of the last Council were adopted for the present Coun- 
cil as follows :

RULES OF ORDER. 

1. The members of the Coun>:ii, clerical and lay, shall, on 
the day appointed, assemble at the Church designated as the 
place of meeting, immediately before the hour for the opening 
service, and shall enter the Church in regular procession. 

2. The Council shall be opened on the first day with 
Morning Prayer and a celebration of the Holy Communion. 
The Bishop, if he be so minded, will deliver a charge or address 
at this service, or else there shall be a sermon by a preacher pre- 
viously appointed. On each succeeding day tho session shall be 
opened with Morning Prayer. 

3. When the President takes the chair no member shall 
continue standing, or shall afterwards stand up except to address 
the chair. 

4. When the President shall have taken the chair the roil 
of members shall be called, and the minutes of the preceding day 
read ; but both or either may be dispensed with by a majority of 
the Council, to be decided without debate. 

5. No member shall absent himself from the session of the 
Council, unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

6. At the opening of the session the President shall ap- 
point the following regular Committees: ist. On the Creden- 
tials of Lay Delegates ; 2d. On the Admission of New Par- 
ishes and Missions ; 3d. On the State of the Church; 4th. 
On the Constitution and Canons ; 5th. On P^inance; Cth. On 
Diocesan Schools; 7th. On Unfinished Business. 

7. When any member is about to speak, or deliver any 
matter to the Council, he shall, with due respect, address him- 
self to the President, confining himself strictly to the point in 
debate. 

8. No member shall speak more than twice in the same 
debate, without leave of the Council. 

9. While the President is putting any question, the mem- 
bers shall continue in their seats and shall not hold any private 
discourse. 

10. Every member who shall be in the Council when any 
question is put, shall, on division, be counted, unless he be per- 
sonally interested in the discussion. 

11. All resolutions shall be reduced to writing, presenteed 
to the Secretary, and by him read to the Council ; and no mo- 
tion shall be considered as before the Council unless seconded. 

12. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received, unless to lay it on the table, to postpone it for 
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a certain time, to postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, amend 
it or divide it — and motions for any of these purposes shall have 
precedence in the order herein named: The motion to lay on 
the table or to adjourn shall be decided without debate. The 
motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 

13. If the question under debate contain several distinct 
propositions, the same question shall be divided at the request of 
any member, and a vote taken separatelv, except that a motion 
to strike out and insert be indivisible. 

14. All questions of order shall be decided by the chair, 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such decision; 
and on such appeal no member shall speak more than once 
without leave of the Council. No member shall speak more 
than twice on the same subject without leave ot the Council. 

15. All amendments shall be considered in the order in 
which they are moved When a proposed amendment is under 
consideration, a motion to amend the same may be made; no 
after amendment to such an amendment shall be in order. But 
when an amendment to an amendment is under consideration, a 
substitute for the whole matter may be received. 

16. No proposition on a subject dififerent from that under 
codsideration shall be received under color of a substitute ; and 
a question once decided shall not be reconsidered without the 
consent of two thirds of the members present, nor without a 
motion being made by one of the majority on the prior decision. 

17. On the requisition of any two members the yeas and 
nays shall be called and entered on the Journal ; and five mem- 
beis may demand a vote by orders. 

18. The report of all committees shall be in writing, and 
shall be received, of course, and wit out motion, unless recom- 
mitted by a vote of the Council. All reports recommending or 
requiring any action or expression of opinion by the Council, 
shall be accompanied by a resolution for the action of the Coim- 
cil thereon. Reports of Committees appointed to sit during re- 
cess shall be in order at any time. 

19. All committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Council. 

20. When the Council is about to rise, every member shall 
keep his seat nntil the President leaves his chair ; and before fi- 
nal adjournment the minutes of the session about to close shall 
be read and approved. 

21. None of these rules shall be suspended or changed 
without the assent of two-thirds of the members present.

Natchez, May 5, 1892 — The Committee met and organized 
by electing the Rev H. Sansom, D. D., as President, and Mr. 
G. W. Howard as Secretary. 

Vicksburg, July 4, 1892 — The Committee met and consent- 
ed to the Consecration ot Very Rev. Charles Reuben Hale, D. 
D., LL. D , as the Assistant Bishop of Springfield. 

Vicksburg, July 20, 1892 — The Committee met and con- 
sented to the Consecration of Rev. Geo. H. Kinsloving as Assist- 
ant Bishop of Texas. 

Vicksburg, Nov. 22, 1892 — The Committee met and rec 
ommended that William Torrey Howe be admitted to the Sacred 
Order of Deacons, and that Rev. James Mitchell Magruder be 
advanced to the Sacred Order of Priests. 

Vicksburg, April 4, 1893 — The Committee met and con- 
sented the Consecration of Rev. John McKim as Bishop of the 
Missionary jurisdiction of Yedo, Japan ; and consented to the 
Consecration of Rev. Frederick B. Graves as Bishop of the Mis- 
sionary jurisdiction of Shanghai, China ; and recommended that 
Hilliard Asbury Lee be received as a cindidate for Holy Orders.

It is recommended that for the Contingent Fund, no as- 
sessment be made for a less amount than one dollar. 

It is recommended that the assessment roll for the ensuing 
year remain as already established, with the exception of some 
few changes ; a slight decrease in some few Parishes ; one or two 
expunged, an mcrease in three, and that the same be paid, as al- 
ready establiihed by Canon Law on the first day of each and 
every quarter in advance.

Mr. A. C. Leigh reported verbally for the sub-Com mittee on 
Finance that the Committee had examined and approved the 
final report of the Treasurer of the Council. 

On motion ot Rev. Nowell Logan it was

reduce the assessment on the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund 
and Church Property to $250x0 for the Episcopate, and to 
$20.00 for the Contingent Fund. 

On motion it was 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Council be instruct- 
ed to pay the Sexton of the Church of the Mediator, Meridian, 
$10 00. 

On motion the Council adjourned to meet as the Missionary 

Society at 8 o'clock this evening. 
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Third Day. 
Thurday, April 20, 1893. 

After Morning Prayer, said by the Rev. R. G. Hanailton 
and the Rev. W. T. Howe, the Bishop called the Council to 
order. 

No other business pending, the Rev. Nowell Logan, on be- 
half of the Clergy, presented to the Bishop an Episcopal ring in 
commemoration of the loth anniversary of his consecration as 
Bishop of the Diocese. 

On motion it was ordered that the address of presentation of 
the Senior Dean be printed in the Journal as part of the day's 
proceedings. 

Dean Logan's address was as follows : 

Brkthren of the Council — It is now just ten year>, 
counting from council to council, since we welcomed as our pre 
sding officer one who, on St. Matthias' Day, just preceding, hai 
been consecrated, by tlie grace of Gjd, Bishop of Mississippi. 
Ten years ! — though many of us can hardly believe it — and it has 
seemed to the cler«^y a fitting time to give some token of the re- 
gard we have for him who has, in the providence of God, for the 
decade, ruled over us. 

Of those who welcomed him ten years ago but few are with 
us now. But the Church of God is ever livmg, and like her 
Great Head and Lord, ever the same. Priest succeeds priest, 
and rector follows rector, and so, though the personnel be 
changed the clergy remains and the successors of those who wel- 
comed our Bishop to the Diocese are one in heart and hope and 
faith with those who took him by the hand on the i ith day of 
April, in the year of our Lord, i88j. And yet the last ten years 
have witnessed many changes. Some of them sad, indeed, for 
we miss familiar faces, whose absence grieves us sorely. But, on 
the other hand, there are many for which we must thank God 
and take courage. Much advancement in the temporal as well 
as the spiritual life of the Diocese ; the mark everywhere seen of 
a strong hand and tender heart, of devoted and well-directed 
scaly as indeed had been foretold by one who loved the Diocese 
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as the apple of his eye, and who prophesied for Mississippi with 
almo^-t his latest breath. 

For ten years ago at Canton the welcome of which I spoke 
just now was given for us in his annual address of that year by 
one whom we delight to call : ** Our Dear Old Bishop," in these 
c^>aracteristic words : " Permit me here to felicitate you, dear 
brethren, and to express my thanks to the Great Head of the 
church, for my having been permitted by l he imposition of my 
hands, to give you another and abler bishop, to hold up my fall- 
ing hands, and to be to you in all things the leader and the shep- 
herd that you need. It would be superfluous in me if I were to 
pause here to commend him to your love and reverence, when he 
is already known an \ esteemed in every quarter of our American 
Church. And it would be a waste of words in commending you 
to him were 1 to do more than to express my confident belief 
that you will extend to him an equal, if not a greater, measure of 
tru«^t and loving kindness than you have extended to me." 

He, our dear old bishop, is gathered to his fathers, but his 
blessing remains, and, with the memory of his voice and words 
upon me, I now address myself to my most grateful task. But 
fiist a w«»rd of explanation. 

The committee having this matter in charge, the deans of 
convocation and some other of the clergy, had agreed that Dr. 
Sansom, the senior presbyter of the diocese, should be their 
spidkesman, and only at the !ast moment did 1 learn that by the 
absence of our venerable brother, detained at home by causes 
which demand our heartfelt sympathy, the duty had devolved up- 
on me. For its very imperfect performance, brethren of the 
clergy, I claim your indulgence, while I acknowledge gratefully 
the honor of speaking for you to-day. 

In the name, tlierefore, my dear bishop, of the clergy of the 
diocese, I beg to present to you on this, the tenth, anniversary of 
your coming among us, this token of a very great appreciation and 
a very high regard. To you some of us are indebted, and can 
never forget that we are indebted, for our easiest awakening to 
a true concep ion of the first principles of the Christian faith, 
and all of us for words of counsel and admonition during the 
past ten years, which have been most helpful in our work ; which 
have given strength to the overburdened, comfort to the sorrow- 
ful and courage to the faint of heart. 

We do not hesitate to say that we are proud of our bishop ; 
of one who has made the name of Mississippi famous not at 
home only, not in Ameiica alone, but wherever the English Ian- 
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guage is spoken and the English Bible ''understanded of" the 
people. 

I will not weary you with words, but simply in the name of 
my comrades — I mean of my brethren of the clergy, beg you 
will accept this ring, as a token not of your marriage with the di- 
ocese that was consumated ten years ago, but of our sincere af- 
fection and regard ; and with it our fervent wish and prayer to 
the Great Bishop of us all that as the ring is whole, complete, 
without break or end, so may your welfare be ; that you may live 
long to rule over us and to guide us, and that in the end eternal 
gladness may be yours. 

Taken altogether by surprise, the bishop was visibly affect- 
ed by this token of the regard in which he is held by all his cler- 
gy, and made only a brief but very feeling and earnest address in 
response. He spoke especially of his longing and earnest desire for , 
love and affection rather than for honor and renown, and his 
gratification at that portion of the dean's addfess which seemed 
to give him the assurance that he was so regarded by those 
whom he desired by God's grace to lead, and guide, and counsel 
with rather than to rule. He spoke eloquently, though brieflv, of 
the wholesouled generosity of the South, and especially of Mis- 
sissippi, a generous magnanimity which prompted them to con- 
done any hastmess ot expression and apparent harshness ( f tone 
into which he might by stress of zeal at times have been betray- 
ed ; a warmth of feeling which was, indeed, as characteristic of 
them as of the race from which he himself was sprung. He de- 
clared that wherever he might go, in the rudest hamlet in all the 
land, a Mississippi welcome awaited him always. That more 
and more, as time rolled on and he knew them better, the people 
of his adoption grew dearer to him and he loved them more ; that 
he felt himself drawn nearer to them, as he trusted they were to 
him, and concluded with a word of thanks for the token of regard 
presented him upon an occasion which he would always re- 
member with gratitude and delight. 

The organization of the Standing Committee was reported 
as follows :

importance of establishing in each Parish and Mission a Branch 
of the Woman's Auxiliary to the Board of Missions.

Resolved, That the hearty thanks of this Council be re- 
turned to the Rector and congregation of the Church of the 
Mediator, Meridian, for the kind hospitality extended to the 
Clergy and Lay delegates. 

Rev. John A. Earris submitted the report of the Committee 

on Diocesan Schools as follows : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON DIOCESAN 

SCHOOLS. 

Tt is with pleasure that your Committee report the Pass 
Christian Institute to be in the most flourishing condition. The 
past year has in rainy respects been the most successful in the 
history of its existence. Under its present able and energetic 
management a larger number of pupils than usual has been en- 
rolled, and many new and improved features put into operation. 
The buildings have been fitted up in the most home-like man- 
ner, and the grounds beautified. Its situation, high standard 
and management are such as to commend it t^ the confidence of 
all of our people, and we earnestly hope it may meet with their 
hearty and enthusiastic sup()ort. 

St Mary's Collegiate Insiitute at Vicksburg, reports also a 
successful year. We are informed that it continues to grow in 
usefulness and in popularity. The Principal seems to think that 
an Industrial Department would prove a success and add greatly 
to the efficiency of the school. We are not in a position, however, 
to report either favorably or adversely upon this. 

Your committee feel it their duty to bring to your attention 
that portion of the Bishop's address which refers to the establish- 
ment of a school in connection with the Cathedral property up- 
on Battle Hill, Jackson. In view of the fact that the Capital 
of the State is rapidly becoming an educational centre, it 
seems to us an extremely important matter that we should 
occupy the field at once with a good school. Your commitee 
are at a loss tosug gest any method of raising the means for 
such an equipment, but they are of opinion that it can be 
done, if a sufficient amount of intelligent interest^and enthusi- 
asm are once aroused. Let us, bret&en, be not afraid to un- 
dertake, let us rather be afraid to fail John A. Harris, 

Chairman. 
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The report of the Committee on the State of the Church was 
read as follows : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF 

THE CHURCH. 

The Committee on the State of the Church think they have 
cause to report many encouraging signs of progress throughout 
the Diocese during the past year. Among the Clergy there 
have been no losses by death to record. Four of our co-labor«Ts 
have been transferred to other fields, and we miss their familiar 
faces in our present session. As a matter of compensation, how- 
ever, three active workers have been received from elsewhere, 
and two ordinations have taken place. One to the Diaconate 
and one to the Priesthood. So that our ranks have not been 
diminished. From the Bishop's annual address and the statis ical 
report, we gather the following facts :

As compared with last year's report this shows an increase 
of sixty three in the number of Baptisms, and thiriy-three in the 
number of Confirm itions, and thirty-eight in the numher of Com- 
municants. The contributions also show a marked increase of 
nearly $6,000 There is a slight falling off in the number of 
Confirmed persons, but we are convinced that this is due to »hc 
inaccuracy of parochial reports In this connection we desire to 
protest against the slovenly manner with which the majority of 
these reports are made out. On the whole the Diocese indicates 
a healthy condition of growth, and a gratifying increase under 
the depressed condition that has existed everywhere in financial 
circles. 
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Your Committee count it a happy privilege that it has fallen 
to their K t to congratulate the Diocese upon the completion pf a 
wise and faithful ten year's Episcopate under its present able 
and noble hearted fiishop. Among the words of cheer that have 
ever fallen from his lips for clergy and laity alike, there are none 
which have gone deeper into our hearts than his own constant 
admission, that even in disant and strange lands, he has always 
turned to Mississippi as his true home. Jt is not our wikh to 
dwell upon the sacred tie which binds a Bishop and his Diocese 
as it were into one heart But surely, standing here at the end 
of ten long and active years of labour, we would be doing vio- 
lence to our own feelings if we failed to put into expression our 
sense of growing affection, tender regard and high esteem, as well 
as our profound admiration for one who has been to us all these 
years an earnest Father in God, and a faithful shepherd of his 
sheep. Labouring in a field whose difficulties can only be real- 
ized by those who are hiving and working in it with him, he has 
borne its burdens with unflinching courage, and it is a simple 
matter of justice to lay at his feet whatever tokens of success — 
and they are many — which have manifested themselves during 
these ten years. Through your Committee we fceljsure that the 
present Council and the entire Diocese would utter an earnest 
prayer to the Great Shepherd and Bishop of us all, that he may 
be long spared to labour in our midst. As we review these ten 
years that have just gone, we are impressed with the aggregate cf 
the work accomplished. During that time eighteen Churches 
have been built, or renovated, making an average of nearly two 
per annum. E:ght rectories have also been provided. Upon 
Battle Hill, Jackson, a handsome Episcopal residence has been 
erected, and we have seen the noble beginning of a Diocesan 
Cathedral. In the matter of the missionary work of the Diocese 
the record is very remarkable. Had we set about to raise the 
sum of eighteen thousand dollars in ten years' time for missions 
in the Diocese, the undertaking would have seemed chimerical 
to many of us ! But it has been done without any drain of re- 
sources, and so quietly that we cannot fail to be surprised over 
the result A fund for the endowment of the Episcopate has also 
been started, and has attained handsome proportions. Truly as 
we review the results of the past ten years they are neither in- 
considerable nor undeserving of our heartiest congratulation 

Turning to tne record of the year just gone, we note with 
pleasure, first of all, that one of our own well-known and expe- 
rienced presbyters has undertaken the important work of a Dio- 
ccsiui Missionary or Archdeacon. There can be no doubt in 
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our minds that this will prove of immense assistance to the 
Bishop, and be productive of large results in the Diocese itself. 
Encouraging reports come to us from both Treasurers. We 
would impress, however, upon the parishes a prompt compliance 
with the scheme of quarterly collections set forth by the Finance 
Committee at the last Council. It is an admirable scheme, and 
a close attention to it will save the Treasurer of the Diocese and 
we thmk the Bishop also, many anxious moments and a vast 
amount of trouble. The Treasurer of the Diocesan Mission 
Funds reports that he collected $177 43 more than last year. 
This is in a measure encouraging, but can we not do even belter 
another year? 

Interest in the Woman's Auxiliary has been steadily, though 
slowly, increasmg. We earnestly comm^-nd the work of this im- 
portant society to the consideration of all church people in the 
Diocese, and especially to the Rectors of the different Parishes. 
Upon them more than upon anyone else," we are convinced, de- 
pends the establishment of Parochial branches, and no Parish 
can afford to be without one. In Mississippi we are years be- 
hind our brethren of other Dioceses in this matter, and for this 
reason, if for no other, a rapid and increased growth of the 
Woman's Auxiliary would be most gratifying to see. 

In conclusion we would dwell upon certain facts brought to 
the attention of the Council through the Bishop's admirable an- 
nual address : 

1. Funds are needed with which to make certain repairs 
and improvements upon the Episcopal Residence at Battle Hill. 

2. Gifts of various kinds are requested for the enrichment 
of St. Columb's Cathedral. Information upon this point can be 
readily obtained through the Bishop of the Diocese. 

3. The Bishop has made an appeal for larger offerings to 
the Missionary Treasury. This can only be an indication of the 
most encouraging nature. The funds would not be needed if the 
the work did not demand it. Surely we must answer such an 
appeal in only one way — by increased pledges and by a prompter 
meeting of them as they are due. 

4. The matter of the endowment of the Episcopate has 
also been most strongly brought before us. There can be no de 
nial that this important feature of the Diocese's future welfare 
has met with scant courtesy at our hands in the past. The 
present Bishop, as he himself avows, is a disinterested party in 
the completion of this fund. But where he has set us so noble 
an example of earnest forethought, it should shame our hearts to 
make so little recogaition of it as we have done. Let us be more 
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particular in the future. The Canons provide that every Parish 
shall take up an offering for this purpose the first Sunday in No- 
venober. Let it be done. 

5. While, perhaps, the Clergy would unwillingly admit that 
they have neglected the shepherding of iheir sheep, there is al- 
ways in every field an ever-increasing demand for more earnest 
and faithful effort in the matter of pastoral visiting. In such a 
Diocese as this, we are convinced and thoroughly agree with the 
counsel of the Bishop, that dilipent attention to this will produce 
far more results than any amount of preachinc; or any number of 
services. 

As we close our year's work in meeting together once more 
in annual Council, let us take heart over the future, and believe, 
because God is in it, that it has larger results in store for us than 
any that we have hitherto succeeded in accomplishing. 

We enter upon another year with much to encourage us. 
Let us be strong to do, and brave to dare.

The above amount does not include interest on money in* 
vested due and to become due. 
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In crediting the General Fund with the $3000.00 set apart 
at the last Council and with interest earned at the highest rate 
received by the Trustees, that fund has been put at the best ad- 
vantage to the detriment of the Endowment Fund, which has 
borne all the expenses of administering the trust, and carries as a 
part thereof all the indebtedness to the Trustees which earns no 
interest. The twelve hundred dollars ($1200.00) borrowed from 
the Trustees by the Council and the Council assessment should 
both be charged against this fund, and all council expenses paid 
from its earnings. It is perhaps impracticable for the Council 
to pay interest on the money borrowed by it from the Trustees, 
but it must be kept in mind that it is a sacred debt and must ul~ 
timately be paid, principal and interest, if it is to continue as a 
part of the Endowment Fund. Manifestly justice and expediency 
would require that current expenses be charged against the 
General Fund, which is the property of the Council, and 
over which it has full control. If so charged it would re- 
duce the earnings of the General Fund below a point which 
would enable the Trustees to pay an assessment of more 
than $150.00 a year for all purposes. The fund was reduced 
as you will see to $2,791.00 the first year after its sepa- 
ration from the endowment. At this rate it will soon be ex- 
pended. There is a lot in Vicksburg estimated to be worth 
$r, 500.00 which is nominally the properly of the Trustees, but as 
it was pledged to the Bishop a number of years ago to secure 
the payment to him of the sum of $ioco.oo borrowed from him 
by Mr. Sidway to meet an emergency which arose during the 
erection of the Episcopal residence, it is not considered an asset 
of the Trustees. It will be sold and the proceeds applied to the 
payment of the loan made by the Bishop, and when done the 
Trustees will consider themselves fortunate if it does not still 
leave them in debt to the Bishop for a balance of interest. It is 

not therefore considered as an available asset and was not enum- 
erated in our estimate of assets last year.

Reverend Fathers and Brethren: 

By Ecclesiastical calendar it is ten years since I first pre- 
sided as Bishop in a Council of the Diocese of Mississippi. 

The Council met in Grace Church, Canton, on April nth 
and 1 3th., 18S3, and somewhat to my surprise, seemed wild- 
ly anxious to adjourn and get away as soon as possible. 

The agjed Bishop, to whose assistance I had been called, 
wa?< able to be present only at the opening, and I can now 
confess to a fact which, at the time, I mentioned to nobody, 
thit the strange haste to end the Council and promptly dis- 
perse, was an exceeJingly wet bit of blanket thrown upon 
me as a Bishop of six weeks standing and on my first appear- 
ing among strangers. 

But it all had its advantages. I knew a good deal more at 
the end of the year than I did at its beginning, and more sen- 
sibly appr«!ciated the position of a Bishop in the American 
Church. 

Of the Clergy then connected with the Diocese there were, 
including Bishop Adams, Bishop Green and myself, twen- 
ty-seven, of whom five were non-resident. The working 
forc«, including the three Bishops, was thus twenty-two, leav- 
ing nineteen Presbyters, sixteen of these were present at the 
Council. 
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Of these sixteen four only are at work with us, and ihere 
are but five who are yet on our roll. Eleven are at work in 
other Dioceses. Five nave gone to their account. 

There were forty-two Parishes reported as entitled to re- 
presentation in the Council of 1883. Of these twenty-one 
were represented. 

There were twenty-three Mission Stations-so called- of 
which number three only were represented. A very large 
number of these Parishes and Missions had merely a name 
to live, being without Church buildings, services or congrega- 
tions. 

The number of communicants was put at 2,401. The 
number of confirmations at one hundred and eighty. There 
had been some attempt made at getting more than ordinarily 
correct and minute reports from Parishes and Missions, and 
there was, to this end, a unique oflioer called the Statistician. 

From some cause, perhaps inability to work the complicat- 
ed machinery, it is quite impossible to make out the meaning 
of many of the Parochial Reports in that Journal, and, in one 
case wc have the amusing instance of the report of a Baptist 
congregation including the amount of the ministers' salary! 

Some of our most important Parishes were vacant. From 
Oxford to State Line on the Central Road, there was but one 
clergyman, a Deacon. In my first visitation I was appalled 
by the sight of vacant churches, some going to decay. In 
some instances I found their doors and windows swinging op- 
en to the weather, nobody to care even to close the building. 

It is with no spirit of self congratulation that we take note 
of improvements. Indeed we have the right, modestly to 
encoura^^e ourselves with what small results our efforts attain, 
thankful for tho grace given. 

There. are now working in the Diocese twenty-eight Priests 
and Deacons-two of whom have not yet been transferred-and 
while the number is smaller than that upon our list at some 
Councils, they represent, owing to the awakened and con- 
stantly increasing sense of missionary responsibility, many 
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more fields supplied and much more work done than at any 
previous periods. 

Only two upon our list are not at work. The Rev. Dr. 
Pickett, from infirmity, who has all our sympathy, and the 
Rev, H. C. Mayer who is absent in Europe. 

In these ten years eight Rectories or Clero^y residences 
have been built or purchased, many of them larg^ and digni- 
fied. 

Churches and Chapels have been built or n^built when 
burned or fallen to decay as follows: 

Biloxi, Carrollton, Grenada, Greenville, Port Gibson, Wa- 
ter Valley, Clinton, Crystal Springs, lijinando. West Point, 
Ocean Springs, Bay St, Louis, Rolling Fork, Sardi?-', May- 
ersville. Wesson, St. Mary's, Vicksburg, Trinity Chapel. 
Natchez. Five of these are of brick, and thoroughly sub- 
stantial and churchly. Ten are in places previously without 
buildings. Eight stand for churches burned or decayed, the 
new being far better than the old. 

In addition a large amount has been expended in the im- 
provements and enlargement of churches, and the clearing 
of debts. Among the above the Episcopal Residence on 
Battle Hill is not included, nor the stone chapel of St. Columb 
which will seat one hundred and seventy-five. 

We have been also blessed by a school for girls at Pass 
Christian, which is under church care religiously, and has at- 
tained high reputation and dene admirable work and never 
better than it is doing now. 

It is good also to know that one of our ch ipels for colored 
people, St. Mary's, Vicksburg, has an admirable and suc- 
ce.*^sful school in operation, where children are not only well 
instnjcted in secular learning, buc trained in the catechism 
and Prayer Book. 

Our field is a hard one, none harder in the whole church 

for reasons we all understand. We are however, not without 

tokens, as you see, of God's blessings upon our poor labors. 
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Our Diocesan Mission Fund has been the great iDstrumeDt 
of such growth as has come to us. We have raised and ex- 
pended some eighteen thousand dollars for this purpose, 
nothing has cheered me more than the continued and increas- 
ed liberality of congregations m this matter. We have help- 
ed educate some most useful clergymen. We have helped 
struggling missions to build, and we have sent the church into 
new ^elds and sustained services in old. 

It is my wish to greatly increase the efficient instrumentali- 
ty. I will ask you to make more liberal pledges than before. 

The Rev. Dr. ILirris has consented to do as far as possible 
the work of a General Missionaty, and he will need to be sus- 
tained. Hr wdl pel form duties, which in better organized 
dioceses, belong to an Archdeacon-ihe ''Bishop's right hand" 

in aggressive, and organizing work-and he will be known 
best by this universal and most proper name. 

We may hope much from the work of Dr. Harris, and we 
have experienced reasons for our hope. 

I need scarce tell you how the finances of the Diocese have 
improved in the decade. Not as we might wish, not as in 
sister Dioceses they have done, but still encouragingly. 

We have a home for the I^ishop, we have the beginning of 
an Episcopal Fund. If the canons were conscientiously obey- 
ed, the Fund would grow rapidly. It is a continual regret 
that it is not. I charge it upon you to look to this. The 
canon is of your own making. It requires respect at your 
hands. 

In regard to the mauag«Miient of this fund I am Still of the 
opinion, recommended by the finance Committee last year, 
that the three Trustees of the Episcopal Fumi and Church 
Property should be so near together that they can meet with'* 
out too much difficulty and that I might occasionally meet 
with them. Some experiences of the past year have con- 
firmed me in this opinion. We should guard ourselves from 
mistakes. The pecuniary interests of the Diocese should be 
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most efficiently cared for and most zealously, if we expect 
gifts to increase our small resources. 

And here let me refer to a matter which I tried to have set 
right, ineff'Ctually at the last Council. It is a mere matter 
of justice. 

When it was determined to build a residence for the Bishop, 
the council resolved that $5,000 should be expended for (hat 
purpose. There was never any report made to the Council 
as far as I know, of how much the Trustees did expend. I 
wish however to siaie that I myself paid ovei to the late 
Treasurer, Mr. Sidway, some $3,500 of money given me by 
peisonal friends and others for the purpose, and also paid 
him $1,000 which had been given me for a school for color- 
ed work by a friend, fiist asking that friend's permission so 
to use it, and taking the pledge of the Trustees of a lot or 
lots in Vicksburg, purchased for a residence site some years 
before. No deed was passed, I only wished that the lots 
should be burdeued with this pledge. 

Mr. Sidway informed me one day that he had made a mis- 
take in his addition and had found, at the last moment, when 
the final payment was due, that he was $1,000 short, where- 
upon I advanced the money mentioned. 

I have the returned and crossed checks upon the Whitney 
Bank for the various amounts. I also paid f(^r plans $75 and 
for lightning rods $180, I believe. 

There was fencing to be done and cisterns to be repaired, 
when buil*., and orchard set out etc., which Mr. Sidway paid 
for. No doubt altogether much beyond $5,000 was expend- 
ed. I know nothing about that but I wish the facts above 
mentioned recognized as a part of the history. 

In this connection let me add that an amount I should esti- 
mate at over $1,000 has been expended on servants houses 
and iinprovements in house and grounds since it was built. 

The house needs pamting now and I shall be obliged if 
some body would give me the means for the purpose. 

And speaking of gifts, we should bear in mind that the 
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State of Mississippi forbids one leaving anything by will to 
religious or charitable uses. 

It is a singular piece of legislation, and perhaps contrary to 
public policy, but being the law it is well to know that if one 
desires to give anything for religion or charity, he must give 
it while he is living. 

Such gifts are rare in our state, but they do occur, and I 
am hopeful that, as in other Dioceses, some of our people 
may be moved to give for a school or for the endowment or 
for some Christian n(^e<l in a degree as brethren in other 
parts of the church are doing. We are not rich it is true, but 
then one does not need to be rich to be large hearted. 

Some excellent and beautiful gifts might be given the 
Memorial Chapel. Some such have been recieved. There 
is room and even need for others. 

And in the near future I hope to have a school beside the 
chapel. It is needed in the neighborhood now. Can I look 
to any of you to help in this? 

We can only hold our own by winning more. There is no 
standing still for a church. It is either go on or go down. 

What has been gained by God's blessing, in the last ten 
years (and much more than can be summed in figures has 
been gained) is only a vantage for further and more deter- 
mined effort. 

The confirmations this year are not what they ought to be, 
though beyond our average. The number confirmed is. by 
no means, a measure of faithful work. Nevertheless, it is a 
serious matter that several important parishes report none 
confirmed-one of the largest now for the past two years. 

On the other hand, the missions have done well, and the 
ground covered ip wider. 

I would pre>)S upon the clergy the absolute necessity of 
house to house work of individual dealing with souls. 

At this day, the most eloquent preaching will not atone for 
the lack of personal interest. At its best it must be supple- 
mented with house t9 hpij^e visitations, The gospel must hfi 
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preached in the highways as well as in the church. The peo- 
ple need pastoring even more than pulpiting. And among 
other things the children need catechizing by the pastor him- 
self. In many late visitations I have met pnd catechized the 
children. I desire to do so whenever possible, and wish 
the clergy to make arrangements. 

And now, standing with ten years of a Bishop's life be- 
hind me, and conscious of my many failures and ttie little I 
have to show, I ask you, with me, to face the future resolute- 
ly in the fear of God. 

Let us take an outlook to begin with. There are now 
twenty eight clergy actually at work in the Diocese, quite as 
large a number as ever have been at work in it since my 
consecration, and now more vigorous and extended work 
I think than was ever done in any year. 

Two have not yet been transferred-the Rev. J. F. Kar- 
cher, who has awaking new interest in Summit, McComb 
and the points adjacent, and the Rev. Thomas Burry who 
has taken charge of St. James' Port Gibson, and will I- trust, 
do some v/ork in the ancient Parish of the Epiphany. 

I havp dismissed to other lurisdictions the Rev. H. H. Ten- 
broeck, the Rev. H. K. Brouse, the Rev. Arthur H. Noll and 
the Rev. Frederick DeRosset. 

I have received the Rev. Robert G. Hamilton, the Rev. 
Herbert S. Bowers, and the Rev. Anthony T. de Learsey. 

The Rev. Wm, Torrey Howe has been ordered Deacon and 
the Rev. James M. Magruder, Priest, and are now at work, 
so that with the addition of the two brethren not transferred, 
our actual working force is increased. We are not many but 
if our hearts are strong and our souls consecrated, we shall 
riot be few. 

Meanwhile new fields are opening to us continually. I vis- 
ited for the first time, Clarksdale for instance, and found a 
warm welcome and much interest, also Friars Point a second 
time within the year. New fields are promising. I would 
ask the clergy not to shut themselves up altogether, within 
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the narrowing walls of their own congregations. It will do 
them good and their people good, enlarge their experience 

and improve their health to search for the sheep in their im- 
mediate neighborhoods. So only in a Dioce.<<e like this can 
our work be done. There are very few of our Parishes large 
enough to exhaust the energy of a healthy man. 

I have spoken of the school which is always on my mind; 
Jackson is becoming an educational centre. Christian breth« 
ren of another communion have withm a year ef^tablished a 
college there and one gift thereto was $50,000. 

I am not ambitious for a college. Indeed I think it better 
that the higher education should be sought in our State Uni- 
versity which is far beyond any denominational college in its 
resources, its standards of scholarship and its tone of culture. 

But I do want a good school for the thorough training of 
boys. Can I not expect out and out gifts from some of our 
Mississippi Churchmen? v >* 

And our Episcopal Endowment fund ought to grow and 
grow rapidly. There has never been given it but one indiv- 
idual gift of $500 (from a churchman in Natchez.) I bad 
hope that this might be imitated. I am prepared to speak 
very strongly of our strange apathy in this regard for the 
matter does not in the smallest degree concern myself per- 
sonally. I am anxious to provide for ray successor, and 
the efficiency of his work. 

I turn from our home interests for a moment to things that 
concern us as members of the great Body. 

The last General Convention completed a wurk of twelve 
years labor and care in the revised Prayer Book. It is now 
the only Prayer Book authorized to be used in our churches:. 
As soon as it can be done, each congregation should provide 
itself with the new book and each minister should carefully 
and conscientiously obey its rubrics and conduct divine ser- 
vice solely by its directions. 

I have not been urgent on this matter, I have made allow- 
ance for our mi^sions and their poverty. But the book can 
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now be had for twenty-five cents aud the poorest congrega- 
tion can supply itself. I was very sorry that none of ^our lay- 
men were present at the General Convention, On many ac- 
counts it will be a monumental and epoch makir»g conven- 
tion. Never was a convention more evidently under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit. Faith, hope and love were in 
the atmosphere. The church boldly laid ou' new and broad- 
er work and trusting in GjJ and her children's faithfulness 
stretched out her hands for greater effort. 

We must not forget that all was don^ in the sure trust that 
Mississippi churchmen will stand by the side of their brethren 
and do and eive to the missionarv cause as beconus them. 

The church ha& suffered losses since last we met that should 
receive from us our mournful recognition, and our woid of 
loving memorial. 

You will not be surprised if I say that among these hisses I 
would do myself violt^nce did I not na^ne with tenderest love 
and loftiest reverence the name of Alfred Tennys n. 

The hoary walls of the great Minster built by Edward, 
King and saint, guard no more precious dust than his, among 
the heroic dead of a thousand years. 

Prophet of immortality and immortal love, sweetest of all 

singers in our days, in English speech, pure as the dew-drops 

on the liilies and lofty-souled as his own ideal knight 

'*the blameless king** he was teacher and illuminator of 

souls in a hard material time, and san«; so all men staid to 

listen, of the old faith, and hope and love he learned in his 

father's country parsonage, and which he held thiough his 

"wintry weight of years*' unweakened and, dying, cliait d 

in his 'Swan song*' as his soul swept out into the unknown. 

•'F )r I shall see my Pilot face to face. 

When I have crossed the bar,** 

He was a child of the church, broadly underst(7od and 
greatly loved and clearly uttered that high sono^ of human life 
here and hereafter which is nowhere learned as at her feet.

We sorely miss him, for his place no voice can fill in our 
day, but somewhere according to what he himself told us 
we belie v'e he sings nobler numbers than any he ever chant- 
ed here of GoJ's great love and man's high duty and from 
some angel Israfel * 'whose heart strings are a lute" in the choirs 
o^ Paradise, our gray singer, fair and young to-day, is 
learning new and loftier notes of the everlas^ting harmonics, 
liis earthly harp strings faintly echoed here below. Voice 
of all English speakmg men he sang our hf)pes, our fears, 
our trust, and prophesied our victories one hundied and 
twenty million of us now for man and God, for honor, 
truth, and faith in the years to come. 

One from the shore of the Eastern, one fnim the shore of 
the Western sea, two Bishops have b^en called away. The 
Bi>hop of Massachusetts, who appeared as a Bishop for the 
first time in the late convention, has suddenly and in the 
midst of his work been taken to his rest. 

The death of Philips Brooks called out on all sides ex- 
pressions of profound sorrow, admiration, love, and a sense 
of personal loss such as no like event has ever occasioned. 

The great city in which he was born and died, and 
where his work was mostly done, put on mourning for her 
son and will commemorate his memory in bronze among 
the men Boston delights to honor. 

Scores of ir.en since his death have tried their hands at 
explaining the secret of his power. They have all failed. 
It was not intellect. It was not learning. It was not. elo- 
quence. They can tell us many things which it was n^t. 
None of them it seems to me, have told us what it -was. 

He seemed to me always a simple, pure, lovable, tender 
souled man. And I think that enoui>h. The man himself 
was greater than anythinj^; he did or said, men believed in 
him and loved and followed him because he was just what 
he was. The secret of his power was his own great and 
consecrated personality. That js about ail that can be said. 

The church prays that God may guide the Diocese of 
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Massachusetts to obtain a Bishop worthy to follow in the 
footseps of her dead leader and father. 

On the sixth of this month, far off on the shores of the 
Pacific, another Bishop, William Ingraham Kip, full of 
years, of labors and of honors, was gathered like a shock 
of corn fully ripe. 

He was the first Bishop of California and did pioneer 
work in that vast territory in the wild days. A refined, 
sensitive, high bred, delicate minded man, he seemed 
strangely out of place in the California of 1S54, 

But who are we to judge? The California^fof that day 
is not the California ot this and the elegant, cultured and 
gentle Bishop, born and trained amidst all that was sweet- 
est and best in New York's aristocratic homes, was perhaps 
the best man to stand in such a community for the church 
which has brought so much of the sweetness and light of 
a high civilization to California. 

He was a Bishop, nearly forty 'years, and saw the wild 
land turn to one of the gardens of the Lord, 

His written works I ave an abiding grace and charm 
which will long keep them alive and their authors' memory 
green among the gieat ones gone. 

And now brethren at the end, what can I say after ten 
years of work among this people except that as I have 
known them better, I have learned to love them better and 
trust them more. 

You have given me your unstinted confidence. All through 
we have had the blessing of peace. In dark days and light, 
1 have evei felt that I had found my home and rest. If I 
have spoken at times of the hardness of the field, it is not 
because of any personal hardness in my own life. You 
have been resolutely blind to my shortcomings, and tolerant 
and loving und**r all my plainess of speech. 

Wheresoever I have been called to do work for the larger 
church in ihe cities of our own land, or in those across the 
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sea, I have felt that I am become a Mis.sissippian, tiiat home 
and friends and love are here. 

May God be with us all in the years to come, Without 
Him vvc can do nothing. Pryy for the peace of Jeruselem, 
With clean hands and pure hearts, and faith in the Lord 
who has so far led us on, let us face what the future holds 
with high hope and agood courage.

The Sixty-Seventh Annual Council of the Diocese of Mis- 
siRsippi met this day in St. Andrew's Church, Jackson, at 10 
o'clock, the Bishop of the Diocese presiding.

It is a source of gratification to me that the fund has in- 
creased largely during my term of office. My predecssors de- 
livered to me the sum of 82,128.65 and the remaining properly 
in the possession of the Trustees of this Fund was valued at 
85,000.00 to 86,ooo.oc, including the Mercierville Lots, and the 
Attalla Counry Lands. The Diocese was also without an Episco- 
pal Residence. During this period a beautiful one has been 
erected, which with the grounds attached, is now valued at 
$12,000.00. The estimated value of the Mercierville Lots un- 
sold is about 85,000.00, and that of the Attalla County Lands. 
81,000.00. The notes in the hands of the .Trustees aggregate 
$12,839.05, which with interest and some little cash in their 
hand', makes a grand total of more than $31,000.00. During this 
period, the Trustees have paid towards the support of the Epis- 
copate some $2,6co.oo, and have loaned the Diocese $1,200.00 
at six per cent interest for the support of the Episcopate. 

I do not claim any credit myself for the showing made. The 
increase is due to the untiring efforts of our worthy Bishop in 
raisng funds for the Episcopal residence, the efforts of zealous 
churchmen to increase the fund, the enhanced value of the Mer. 
cerville Lots, and interest upon sums invested. I am only grati- 
fied that the funds have increased while in the hands of myself 
and Co-Trustees. In resigning this trust, I desire to place on 
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record a statement as to my connection with the building of the 
Episcopal residence. Every dollar received and disbursed by me 
for the buildings, etc., was reported to the Council in my differ- 
ent annual accounts, vouchers presented, (which are still in my 
possession) the accounts audited by the Finance Committee, and 
reported ''found correct." Mr. G. D. Sid way, being President of 
the Trustees and living in Jackson, had charge of the construction 
of the buildings, and the disbursemehts to the contractors, labor- 
ers, etc. He died, unfortunately, before its final completion, and 
before he could render a detailed account of his stewardship to 
the Council. The statement prepared by Judge Speed and my- 
self, printed in the journal of this year, taken from the receipts 
and other papers left by him, shows the amounts received and 
disbursed by him. I know the building of the Episcopal resi- 
dence was to him labor of love, and while upon his sick bed 
racked with pain, he would speak of the pleasure the supertend- 
ing of the construction had given him. A short while before he 
died, asked by a friend how he felt, his reply was "that he was 
holding on to life by his eyebrows." With the same tenacity to 

which he held to life he held to the trust confided to his care by 
the Diocese. All the other Trustees who have served with me 
are still living. Mr. Sidway alone, has gone to his reward, and I 
think it is but fitting in me in resigning a trust, the responsibilities 
of which he for a while shared with me, is to say of him what I 
believe, that a more loyal, faithful and devoted churchman never 
lived.

It will be seen that the drafts made on this fund during the 
year have exceeded the income by $57.74. This was occasioned 
in part by payments for taxes on the Dry Grove, Mercerville and 
Attalla property. We doubt if there is another dollar of taxes 
paid by any Dody of Christians in the State of Mississippi besides 
the money this church pays. In the case of the Dry Grove 
property it is peculiarly aggravating because it has never brought 
in one dollar of rent to the Trustees and the church building on 
which we are taxed has for a long time been used by our Meth- 
odist brethren. There is neither justice nor reason in taxing us 
on this property upon the beggerly plea that we are not using it 
for religious purposes, simply because we permit the Methodists 
to hold services in it. If a church ceases to be exempt from taxa- 
tion whenever disaster overtakes the congregation and the prop- 
erty remains idle the beneficient purpose of the statute is wholly 
defeated, for wliile it might be no hardship for a strong congrega- 
tion to pay the tax, it immensely increases the difficulties of a 
struggling one, and might work a forfeiture of its property at a 
time when it most needs the benefits the exemption confers. The 
assessor who made this assessment must have been filled up to 
his eyes with bigotry. We will endeavor at the proper time to 
to have the proprrty stricken from the tax roll, but there was no 
alternative but to pay the tax or incur a greater expense in cor- 
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recting the evil. If there were any one to buy it we would 
recommend that the property be sold for what it would bring at 
auction. In this connection we can see no reason why the 
Council should continue to assess the Trustees for a parish which 
has been dead for sixteen years. 

Having no funds in our hands belonging to the church of 
the Holy Comforter at Dry Grove, we refused to comply with the 
demands of our worthy Diocesan Treasurer for the sum of eleven 
dollars, which the last Council assessed against it. The General 
Fund being already overdrawn $5754 for this year's expense ac- 
count, and $266,74 since its establishment, it seems like taking 
money out of one pocket to put it into another to make further 
drafts on it and we were wholly without authority to use either of 
the tru^t funds for this purpose. There is no more reason why 
the Trustees should pay the assessment of this parish than that 
of the score or more of other defunct parishes which have existed 
at some time in the history of the Diocese. It should be stricrken 
from the roll having had no service since the epidemic of 1878 
which blotted the congregation from existence and there being no 
probability that it will ever be revived. 

If the assessment on the Trustees for the ensuing year for 
current support of the Episcopate and contingent expenses ex- 
ceeds the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars they will not be 
able to pay it and meet other unavoidable expenses without fur- 
ther encroaching upon the principal of the General Fund which 
has already been depleted by no less an amount than two hun- 
dred and sixty-six dollars and seventy-five cents, in the short time 
which has elapsed since it wa^ set aside from the other funds two 
years ago. It seems to us very bad poHcy for the Council to u^e 
any ])art of the principal of the funds in the Trustees custody. 
This particular fund has been greatly favored at the expense of 
the others, having been credited with the highest rate of interest 
received and not charged with any deductions for lime unem- 
ployed, while the endowment gets the lowest rate of interest 
and loses all the time when our money is unemployed and bears 
the entire expense of making investments. To remedy this we 
had hoj)ed to make a separate investment for each fund, but the 
sums coming into our hands at any one time have not been of 
the right amount without waiting too long for them to accumu- 
late, and the consetpient loss ot mterest would have been more 
than the advantage to be gained, and besides this, some of the 
funds have not been large enough for profitable separate invest- 
ments.

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THE TWELFTH ANNUAL ADDRESS 

-OF THE— 

Rt. Rhv. Hugh Millar Thampaanj s.T. D., ll.d., 



Rev, Failiers and Brethren: 

I am glad to welcome you in the Sixty-Seventh Annual 
Council of the Diocese, in St. Columb's Chapel which will be 
consecrated on Thursday morning. 

It is a memorial to the First Bishop of this Diocese, and I 
hope some of you will erect a brass tab'et upon the solid wall 
here, recording the fact. 

It is small and rude as you see, but genuine and real as far as 
it goes, as it ought to be, either as a worthy Memorial of my 
Predecessor, or as fit to carry the name it bears. 

SAINT COLUMB. 

For Saint Columb, or Columba, was a man, as well as a 
Saint. When we brush aside the legends, which, more or less 
l>cauti^ul or grotesque, have gathered about his name, as about 
the names of all these pioneer Missionaries of the early day 
we find a stalwart and ra::stcrful humanity, strong, but tender 
simple and sincere, fiery hearted but loving, kingly but gentle — 
in short, the human nature of a leader and king cf men — "in 
his simplicity sublime." . 

In labors manifold he and his disciples, from the stormy 
Island of lona, still called the "Holy Isle," on the coast of Scot- 
land, preached the Gospel to the wild Dalriadan "Scots" 
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(Irishmen) and the wilder Picts their enemies, and in their frail 
boats of skins, dared the tempestuous voyage to the Hebrides 
the Faroe Islands, and the coast of Iceland. 

He had the satisfaction of crowning the First Christian King 
of Scotland, his cousin, seated on that royal '*Stone of Destiny" 
which the First Edward carried to London, and on which every 
English Monarch since, has been crowned. The stone rests under 
that Chair of Coronation in Westminister Abby, whereon Queen 
Victoria was herself crowned, ar.d whereon she sxt at her late 
jubilee. 

Full of years and toil the old Missionary died in his rude cel^ 
in lona, twelve hundred years ago, a type and example for the 
preacher of Christ for all time, in the midst of anxiety, toil, 
privation, opposition and slander. 

I have thought the name a fit one for this little Chapel, 
which I hope may some day grow into a Cathedral, when Missis- 
sippi gets fully awake as "a white man's country," and Jackson 
has a population of one or two hundred thousand. 

I must also confess to a bit of sentiment and a tender mem- 
ory. For Saint Columb was Poet as well as Prince, Missionar)* 
and Preacher, and one of his most beautiful poems expresses the 
longing and homesickness of a wandering Missionary for the oak 
woods of Derry, and one of my earliest memories is that of these 
same oak wojds and *l)crry's Sunlit Spire," casting its shadow 
from its gray rocky, historic and heroic height, across the di Dpling 
waters of the Foyle — St. Columb's Cathedral. There are nine 
Churches in England, two in the United States, how many in 
Scotland and Irelaad I do not know, bearing the name of thi^ 
royal Preacher of the Gospel. And so I have thought it well to 
name this rude Chapel, a memorial of another toilsome Mission- 
ary, with this great name fiom the Elder day. 

It belongs to the Diocese. It is not subject to the wise or 
unwise caprices of Wardens and Vestrymen. It can nevei be re- 
moved or alienated but by the action of the whole Diocese in 
Council assembled. It has been built by the gifts of personal 
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fnends mainly, and if any of you are moved to make gifts to its 
use or adornment, you may be sure that they will be secure. I 
myself, expect, when my work is done, to leave my bones under 
its walls. To speak after the practical manner of our own cen" 
tury I would say it is insured^ safe as it seems to be, (but I take 
no risks of that sort,) for the next three years. 

INSURANCE OF CHURCH PROPERTY. 

And speaking of this same matter of insurance, let me again 
call the attention of those concerned to the honesty ot having 
Church property insured. 

I need not tell you that no man, and no corporation would 
lend money upon any Church property unless it be insured for at 
least enough to cover the amount lent. 

Where is the business prudence or honesty, in Trustees or 
Wardens and Vestry, shown, who will not make such provisions 
for the security of what ihey hold in trust for others ? And 
especially, it the property in their trust, be, as in the case of this 
Chapel, largely the gift, for the Lord's sake, of br^ thren to whom 
they have appealed for help, and who have in good faith answered 
the appeal, it seems an almost unforgivable act of br^each of trust 
that they should not protect the gifts. They could not borrow 
without such protection for the loan. Is it not, in honor, a worse 
thing that when it is no loan but a gift they will not protect the 

gift? 

We have in our f jrm of parochial report, put down this re- 
turn about insurance. It is just amazing how that significant 
blank is ignored in these reports ! 

THE year's record. 

The past year, like all other years of my administration, has 
had its successes and failures, its disappuintmenls and its en- 
couragements. Several new points have been vigorously seized, 
and are giving promise of certain advance, I may mention 
two hitherto nearly neglected — Clarksdale and Friar's Point. You 
will see Irom my tabulated report that I have given them special 
attention. 
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The Rev. Mr. de Learsey vacated his interesting charge of 
Como and Sardis some time ago, and went to Pennsylvania. I 
placed the Rev. Mr. WinecolT in charge of these and also of 
Hernando, where he has been well received, and where his labors 
promise reward. 

Meanwhile,Oxford, a most important point, is vacant,and sup- 
plied only by lay-reading under direction of Dean Sears. So also 
Canton continues vacant, except for such services as the Arch- 
deacon can give, and Macon and adjoining Missions have been 
vacant since Mr. Winecoff left them. Summit, McComb, and 
other Missions on the llHnois Central Railroad, are also vacant, 
Mr. Karcher having abandoned them after last Council. 

A HOME CLERGY. 

I may say in connection with this, that more and more it is 

driven in upon mo that we must look at home for our Clergy. 
We have a number of our training and they know our people and 

our people know them. 

But in the case of gentlemen from other Dioceses the whole 
situation sometimes seemB impracticable. 1 have learned some 
severe lessons and without blaming at all. I am become distrust- 
ful of the use, in our small parishes and missions, of gentlemen 
whose whole experience and conception of work are so radically 
different from what lies before us to do here ! 

I have two letters on my table now, among other specimens. 
In one the gentleman inform3 me that desiring a change for his 
health he would like to come South, and begs me to inform him 
if I would appoint him tc ''a good living'' in my Diocese ! I need 
not say he is not in American orders, and his letter is not answered 
nor likely to be. 

There is another, but in this instance from an American 
clergyman, who also wants a milder climate for his wife or him- 
self, and who will kindly tMitertain any j)roi)osal I may make him 
to take charge of *'a good parish" in my^Diocese, for he is a fine 
man generally, and could only accept a ,i;cW parish, and hopes 
that I can send him to one, as he is quite sure Bishops ought to 
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be able to send clergymen, and he much prefers being sent to 
being called ! What can I say to such a letter ? 

And so, dear brethren, you can easily see how an enterpris- 
ing and active Bishop could soon fill his .Diocese with all the 
cranks and failures in the ministry of the whole Church, not 
counting m England, Ireland, and the Colonies ! — and the cranks 
and failures, I am sorry to say, are, we must concede, not too 
uncommon. Some of us Bishops are, perhaps, in the same 
category. At least I am sure most of us have transgressed the 
Apostohc injunction and laid our hands on men quite too sud- 
denly for their own good or that of the Church. 

THE WORK OF THE MINISTRY. 

The Ministry is not a trade nor a living, and the man con- 
ducts his ministry as if it were the one or the other, makes a dead 
failure of his work and imperils his own soul as well. 

To be sure, a clergyman must live. He can't do his work 
otherwise. But if he puts the cart before the horse, and works 
for the living, instead of living for the work, he is in the ranks of 
the failures, and the abler and more prominent he be, the more 
shameful and scandalous is his failure. **Put me in the Priest's 
office for a piece of bread." Better break stones on the road ! 

My ministry, as time goes in our short life, is rapidly going 
up among the longest. On Trinity Sunday next it will be a 
ministry of foity-two years. I have labored in all sorts of fields, 
and at all work which belongs to my calling, and I have yet to 
see the man of consecration and devotion and average sense who 
ever suffered, or who saw those depending on him suffer, in the 
ministry of the American Church. 

And still more, I have received "salary," sc -called, from 8450 
a year to $10,000 and I was passing rich on the first amount, and 
miserably worried on the second ! In plain words, the laborer is 
worthy of his hire — that he may be able to labor to-morrow as he 
has done to-day. But the end is the labor and not the hire. And 
if a clergyman counts himself a hireling, j)ulting the hire first, let 
him not be surprised if people take him at his own valuation. I 
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never yet knew the laborber "worthy of his hire" who did not get 
it. In this world, generally indeed, I have come to believe, the 
most of us get about what we deserve. Some of us, owing to 
Christian charity, and the goodness of God, get a great deal more* 
For I think I have seen men, getting support, honor, place, 
esteem, as clergymen, who, as cobblers or tailors, if they had 
shown no more earnestness, sense or activity in those respectable 
callings, would have starved ! 

Pardon me, in this connection for very plainly saying that I 
believe our gratuitous education of men for the misistry has some- 
times ruined a promising young man, and made the ministry of 
others sordid, covetous and wretchedly offensive to men. What 
it is to God I am not called to say. 

As things are in this country, the cases are rare where a 
young man, if he amounts to anything, cannot educate himself to 
be what he will. Injudicious help hurts him. If he proposes to 
be a clergyman spoils him; and hundreds have been so spoiled to 
their own deadly injury as American men, and to the dishonor of 
the ministry. 

CONCIO AD CLERUM. 

My dear brethren of the Clergy will surely excuse me here, 
if I am in all kindness and with love and regard for, (for I know 
and appreciate the loyalty, truth and faithfulness, and the pro- 
found unselfishness of Mississippi Clergymen) making something 
of a charge to them, a sort of ^'Coucio ad C/erum" after eleven 
years in his peculiar field. 

It surely is not too much that our lay-brethren should expect 
us to read the grandest English in the world, the English Prayer 
Book and English Bible, as if we believed and felt, like honest 
men, what we were reading, without trick or stammer, slobber or 
mouthing. Five minutes a day with a country School-master, 
could teach us that much. 

Neither is it too much for them to expect that having given 
us a whole week to prepare, we should be able to talk to ihem, 
with manuscript, or without, for twenty minutes with some earn- 
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estness, sense and clear, and even vigorous enunciation, on some 
branch of a topic which we are not unreasonably supposed to be 
studying all the time, namely our duty to God and to each other ! 
It is a wonder if they are sometimes queerly surprised that 
a clergyman does not seem to care to make himself as effective, 
even in his public work as a shoe-black would find it necessary to 
be in his ? That the Clergyman goes on for years reading, and 
never l«»arns how to read, goes on for half a century, what he calls 
"preaching * and has never troubled himself, to learn how to 
preach? Would not be listened to two minutes as a public speaker, 
except in the pulpit 

"But we can,t all be Elocutionists "you say" nor "pulpit 

orators I " Well, I am not so sure of that ! To be the one or 

the other of even a somewhat distinguished kind, as things go, 

requires no wonderful endownment. There are few great 

preachers like the late Archbishop o^ York, Canon Liddon or 

the Bishop of Derry. Nevertheless, there have been and still 

are noble preachers by the thousand, whose words tell for the 

Lord and for Man, and, m our own Church, grand readers of the 

Prayers and the Scriptures, who carry us up to the Throne 

whither the Prayers go, and whence the Scriptures come. 

We can, at least, all of us little folk, do our best with our 
poor endownments, and earnest words have power when spoken 
from earnest hearts. 

And we can all be honest men. And that is a great deal, 
dear brethren, just to be honesty to say what we feel and believe, 
and no more, to impress on men who hear that we are poor sin- 
ners like themselves, but sinners who believe and pray and fight, 
and whom it is safe to follow, because we are following in the 
footsteps of our Lord ! Struggling, falling, failing, down on 
hands and knees poor sinners that we are, but still sticking to the 
road and climbing ! 

Brethren, we want money, and I have several times empha- 
sized the want. Rut it is not our first want. We want men first 
of all, not tailor's lay figures, not uomiual Clergymen, but rea/, 
men called, consecrated, ordained from heel to head, not cogs on a 
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parish wheel to turn and scjueak as the Vestry turn the crank and 
oil it or let it rust. Men who take a Parish to "run" and **run 
it" hard, drive the Parish and make it steam and sweat, not weak- 
lings who sit down to let the Parish, or even a Woman's guild 
"run" th^m—xh^ Lord have pity on their imbecile souls ! 

The people want, need, long for, pray for, leadership: 
Everywhere they are asking, beseeching, yearning for a Priest, 
Preacher, Minister, even a tramp "Evangelist" with his tent, his 
blasphemy, his ignorance and his "Cracker" English, anybody 
who makes a divine claim for himself ! Even Mormon Elders 
have had their success in our "cow counties" after the Evangelist 
has done his work, to iead them, so they imagine, on and up. 
Shall it be our pitiful experience that we sit down imbecile, and 
ask the Diocese, Parish, or Mission to lead us/ Each will take 
us at our word Brethren, and then what results, in mean bicker- 
ings, complainings, fault finding, infinite meanness, infinite drivel, 
because the grace of orders has been conferred on an empty 
head, a weak will, or an unearnest heart ! Better again stone 
breaking on the highway, then that a man ordained to lead, carii 
le.d, or is too lazy and cowardly to lead ! 

When one of our -^Parishes" calls a Clergyman he is its 
Kector^ that is its ruler, guide, director. What imbecile complaints 
one hears from so called "Rectors" sometimes, because the Sew- 
ing Society, the Sunday School or the Choir wont be rectorized • 
Nothing is more pitiful than a steersman who can't steer, a gov- 
ernor who cannot govern, a man who can't do the thing he is set 
to do, and voluntarily, with his eyes wide open has undertaken to 
do. There is no help for such a one m this world or any other 
world where God and law exist ! 

Let me impress it upon the Clergy that they get out into the 
open. They must know the people. The work must be house 
to house, and face to face work. It is a shame, a shame and a 
sin, when the Shepherd does not know his sheep. "I know my 
sheej) and am known of mine" saith the great Shepherd. The 
poor mechanical officiation of reading Prayers and preaching, as 
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the sum of a Pastor's duty, will kill any Parish or Mission—though 
the murderer were learned as a Lightfoot, and eloquent as a 
Vaughan ! 

The Clergyman is ordained to '"seek for Christ's sheep 
scattered abroad in this naughty world." He won't find them 
among his books or crowding into his bedroom. 

I have spoken of this before. I will speak of it again, no 
doubt, for I have seen cases of slaughter perpetrated by honest 
clergymen, who sat among their books, so they said, and satd<yivn 
on their, congregations. "Sat on" might be the verdict of 
many a congregation flattened, collapsed, its breath squeezed out 
by a minister who has forgotten for what purpose his Creator gave 
him legs, though perhaps He was not so generous in the matter of 
brains. 

THE BROTHERHOOD OF ST. ANDREW AND THE WOMAN'S AUXILIARY. 

It has given me great satisfaction to learn that two Societies 
are becoming represented among us. An active clergyman will 
find each of great use in his work, and of personal help to him- 
self. 

The Brotherhood of St. Andrew has its Chapters at work 
now in every part of the country. Everywhere they are a power 
for good, loyal to constituted authority, to Parish, Rector and 
Bishop, and organized for any work which may be assigned or 
suggested. 

In our Diocese, we arfe so far apart that it is difficult to get 
together, and keep Chapters warm by contact. But just so much 
the more is the need of these Assocations. 

It seemed, for a long time, impossible for us to do anything 
with or for the Woman's Auxiliary, and for the same reason — the 
isolation of our congregations. During the last General Con- 
vention fifteen hundred women, from all parts of the United 
States, met in Baltimore — women of distinction, culture and 
position, many whose names are known in all the land for all that 
is gracious, lofty and noble. It gives one an object lesson, and 
«ome conception of the work and power of this great Jsistethood* 
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It is the day of beginnings with us here, but I an glad to 
know that the Auxiliary is represented here and will have some- 
thing to say for itself and its purposes. To cure the narrowness 
of our parochialism, our barren isolation which means, persisted 
in, dry rot and death, there is nothing so effective as working with 
our brethren and feeling and sharing the life of the whole great 
body. 

THE ENDOWMENT I-UND 

I desire to direct the special attention of the Council to the 
ignoring, almost universally, of the Canon concerning collections 
for the Endowment Fund. If it were obeyed, before we were 
aware of it, and wnth no stress or trouble, we would find ourselves 
with a permanent fund which would in future, relieve our congre 
gations of a good share of the assessments which are now a bur 
den. That was what the Canon was framed to effect. It is not 
surely desirable to make it a dead letter. 

THE DIOCESAN PAPER. 

Also, dear friend, our little Diocesan paper is not receiving 
the su])poTt it needs and abundantly deserves. It is not at all 
outside the dignity of a clergyman to call his peoj)!e's attention 
to it, or to send to Dr. l.ogan a list of names of those who ought 
to take it, that he might send s[)ecimen copies. 

Dr. Logan is giving purely gratuitous services, and any one 
wOio knows anything about the matter, understands that there is 
a great deal of irksome labor, even in getting out the little sheet 
once a month. We all owe him thanks for this, among other 
labors of his for the Diocese. It would help him greatly, if the 
clergy or others would send him items of news, occurrences of 
interest, visitations and the like from the congregations. We are 
all one family. We want to hear about each other. 

OUR CAINS AND I.OSSHS 

Among our losses this year, you were all saddeued to hear of 
the burning of the little Church at Lexington. Associated with 
the life of a devoted and aged Preybyter, whom we all honored 
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nnd who has gone to his reward, it was consecrated by many 
sacred and tender memories. The congregation is weak by re- 
movals, and will need the help of their brethren to rebuild^ which, 
of course, must be done. 

Among our gains is the removal from Johnsonville, where it 
was useless, of the little chapel there, to the new station of Baird, 
on the Georgia Pacific road. The removal, repairing and putting 
in order, procuring ? site and fencmg, has been accomplished by 
the zeal and patience of two devoted women. 

The pretty Church at Rosedale was seriously injured in the 
cyclone which wrecked the town, and the same and other mis- 
fortunes have crippled those upon whom the burden will fall. 
Here again the ladies are working as they always do 

NECROLOGICAL. 

It is fit that we mention in our Assembly to-day, some of 
those who, since we met last, have joined the great Assembly o^ 
the Redeemed. 

Scarce had we separated last year, when the announcement 
came that the Bishop of Vermont, Henry Augustus Bissell, had 
been called away at the age cf seventy nine, in the twenty fifth 
year of his Episcopate- He had been in feeble health latterly 
and had spent some time on our own Gulf coast, where I met 
him at Pass Christian for the last time — a man most faithful. 

Alexander Gregg, First Bishop of Texas, and for thirty-four 
years, was a well known figure and bore a well known name 
among Southern Churchmen. He was a native of South Carolina, 
and a lawyer of piominence before taking Orders. He was con- 
secrated during the General Convention of 1859 m the Monu, 
mental Church, Richmond, when already the war clouds were 
gathermg. His Episcopate was full of toil and hardship in the 
vastest of all our jurisdictions when he took charge. He fell on 
the field, workmg to the last at the age of seventy- five. 

At the age of eighty-one, Horatio Southgate, died in his re. 
tirement. Many years ago he was a prominent figure in the 
Church, and in the interest felt for Greece which had just won

her independence, he was sent a Missionary Bishop to assist in 
all possible ways the Christians in the dominions ^^ the Sultan 

Differences of opinion at home about the need or propriety 
of this undertaking led to his resignation. He then took charge 
of or founded various parishes^ and from 1872, when he resigned 
the charge of Zion Church, New York City, he lived apart from 
the world and active life. He was the oldest Bishop on our list, 
but being a resigned Bishop had no seat in the House of 
Bishops. 

Theodore Benedict Lyman, Bishop of North Carolina, died 
after a Bishopric of twenty-one years. He was a stalwart man 
and Bishop, had seen much of cities and men, was a leader and 
organizer wherever placed, and impressed all who met him as a 
man of power and loving kindness. 

THE PRAYER BOOK AND HYMNAL 

I notice that the revised Praver Book has not 
yet found its way into some of our smaller or mission congrega- 
tions. I have been tolerant of this, for small as the expense of 
change is, it is still something formidable to some of our missions. 
But the book can now be had for fifteen cents a copy, and that 
price is too much of a trifle to delay upon. It will not purchase 
even a good cigar ! I give notice that hereafter I shall use every- 
where, as I have been doing, the Revised Book only, and request 
clergy and lay-readers to do the same. 

The ^ew hymnal, you understand, is a matter of choice. 
The old is equally to be used, and there are ce»"tainly a number 
of hymns in the new book which, in my judgement, never ought 
to be sung anywhere, nor even printed A thousand miles d^wn 
in the dark oblivion of things forgotten on earth or in Heaven, is 
the only fit place for these atrocities on good taste and Christian 
feeling, these outrages on our noble English tongue. 

In this connection 1 may say to you, that I have laid on the 
Secretary's table a communication from the Secretary of the 
Prayer Book Distribution Society, which calls for your attention. 
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PARISH RECORDS. 

A thing has come to my experience during the visitations of 
this year, as of others, which has surprised me, and even roused 
my indignation. 

I find that in several cases, no records whatever of Baptisms, 
Confirmations, Marriages or Burials, have been kept, unless it 
may have been in private memoranda, and that the Clergyman^ 
Missionary of our Diocesan or General Board, has grossly neg- 
lected duty and transgressed our own Canons and those of the 
General Church. 

In one case where Record Books exist, and in an Historical 
Parish, the latest clergyman in charge has not entered during an 
incumbency of two or three years a tithe of these records. Words 
tail me to characterize such gross abuse of place and criminal 
outrage on duty. 

There is no prescription as to the style or costliness of Parish 
Record Books. Any blank book will answer — a cheap twenty- 
five cent one — though the large and properly arranged book 
should be had if possible. 

But any book will answer, and it is every clergyman's duty 
to enter his record?, whether he be Missionary or Rector, and 
leave such record to his successor or the Warden in charge, 
whose duty it is to keep the books, and also to make the entries 
when there is a vacancy. 

I shall not detain you by discussing the need and reasonable- 
ness of such records. The Canons have decided that, and in the 
case of clergymen such neglect is a gross breach of law which 
lays a man open to disciphne. 

And now commending you to the goodnees of God, I pray 
for His abundant blessing upon our labors in the coming year.

Neide the Missionary on this line, I visited many families, 
I believe every family of wliite people in the town, and 
although many of them have their affiliations already, many 
others have none and are open to approach. Three years ago 
there was nothing here but nature's woods, the densest forest 
of the "swamp " Now there is a population of some six or 
seven hundred.of which more than half are white people, intel- 
ligent operatives in the many mills and factories which have 
appeared full grown a3 in a night in that thriving and busy 
little city. A few hundred dollars invested in a Mission Chapel 
here would be well placed. Mr. Pond the generous and enter- 
prising engineer of all the activities of the place, would willing- 
ly donate a lot. Rev. Mr. Xeide has given here occasional 
services during the year as indicated in his report.

The Sixty-Ei^'hth Annual Council of tlio Diocese of Missis- 
sippi met tills day in St. Andrew's Church, Jackson at 11 o'clock. 
the Bishop of the Diocese presiding?. 

After morning prayer, said by the Ilov. II. II. Messenger, 
the Rev. T. C. Williams and the Rev. 1\ O. Sears, the lUshoj) 
celebrated Holy Communion, the Rev W. T. Howe assisting and 
the Rev. II. W. Robinson preaching the Annual Sermon. These 
services ended, the Rishop called the Council to order. 

On calling the roll of the Clergy, certilied by the Bishop, 
the Secretary reported twenty-one present, being a majority of 
the whole number. The Chair api)ointed the Rev. L. H, Snell and 
the Rev. Dc B. Waddell as the Committee on Credentials of 
Lay Delegates. 

The Committee rciK)rted a roll of Lay Delegates, which 
iKsing Ciillcd, showed representatives from ten Parishes and 
Organized Missions present, showing a majority. 

The Chair declared the Council ready for business, and the 
Council proceeded to the election of olhcers.

On motion the Rules of Order and Order of Business of the 
last Council were read and adopted for the government of tliis, 
as follows : 

RULES OF OKDEK. 

1 Tlie members of the Council, clerical and lay, shall, 
on the day apix)int(Hl, assemble at the church designated as 
the place of meeting, immediately bef(»re the hour for tlie 
opening service, and shall enter the church in regular pro- 
cession. 

2. The Council shall Ihj oi>ened on the first day with morn- 
ing prayer and a C(*Iebratlon of the Holy C(»mmunion. Tin* 
lUshnp, if lie be so minded, will deliver a charge or address 
at this service, or else there shall l)c a sermon by a preacher 
previously apix>Inted. On each succeeding day the session sliall 
be opened with morning i)rfiyer. 

:j. When the President takes the chair no member shall

oontinne standing, or shall afterwards stand except to address 
the Chair. 

4. When the President shall have taken the chair llic roll 
of members shall be called, and the minutes of the proceeding 
daj read ; but both or either may be dispensed with by a major- 
ity of the Council, to be decided without debate. 

5. No member shall absent himself from the session of the 
Council, unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

6. At the opening of the session the President shall ap- 
point the following regular committees: 1st. On the creden- 
tials of Lay Delegates ; 2nd. On the Admission of new Parishes 
and Missions ; 3d. On the State of the Churcli ; 4th. On Con- 
stitution and Canons; 5th. On Finance; (5tli. On Diocesan 
Scliools; 7th. On Unfinished Business. 

7. When any member is about to speak or deliver any 
matter to the Council, he shall, with due respect, address him- 
self to the President, confining himself strictly to the i)oint in 
debate. 

8. No member shall speak more than twice in the same 
debate, without leave of the Council. 

9. While the President is putting any ciuestioii, the mem- 
bers shall continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private 
discourse. 

10. Every member who sliall be in the C(»uncil when any 
question is put, stiall, on division, 1x3 couiil<;(I, unless ho be 
personally interested in the discussion. 

11. All resolutions sliall be reduced to writing, presented to 
the Secretary, and by him read to the Council and no motion 
shall be considered as before the Council unless seconded. 

12. When a question is under eonsidoration, no motion 
shall be received, unless to lay it on the tiible, to postpone it for 
a certain time, to postpone it indetlnitely, to omit it. amend 
it or divide it — and motions for any of tliese purpa»*cs shall have 
precedence in the order named. The motion to lay on the table 
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or to adjourn shall bo decided without debate. The motion to 
adjourn shall always \)q in order. 

13. If the question under dtjbate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same c^uestion shall l>e divided at the request 
of any member, and a vote taken separately, except that a 
motion to strike out and insert 1x3 indivisable. 

14. All questions of order shall Ix* decided by the chair, 
without debate, but any member nuay appeal from such decision ; 
and on such api)eal no member shall speak more than once with- 
out leave of the Council. No member shall speak more than 
twice on the s{ime subject without leave of the Council. 

15. All amendments shall l)e considered in the order in 
which they are moved. When a proposed amendment is under 
consideration, a motion to amend the same may be made; no 
after amendment to such an amendment shall be in order. 
But when an amendment to an amendment is under considera- 
tion a substitute for the whole matter nuiy lx» rec<;ived. 

10. No proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be received under color of a substitute ; and 
a question once decided sliall not be reconsidered without the 
consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without a 
motion bcin^r made by one of tin* majority on the prior decision. 

17. On tlio requisition of any two members the yeas and 
nays shall hv called and entered on the Journal ; and tlve mem- 
bers may demand :i vote by orders. 

18. The report of all coniniittt^es shall be in writing;, and 
shall Ihj received, of course, and without motion, unless recom- 
mitted by a v(»te of the Council. All reports reeonmiendin^ 
or requiring: any aetion or expression (»f oj)inion by the Council, 
shall be aeivjmijanied by a resolution for the action of the 
Council thercMin. Reports of e^nnniittees appointed to sit during 
recess shall be in order at any time. 

10. All committees shall be appointed by the president, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Council. 

20. When the Council is about to rise, every memi)er shall 
keep his seat until the Tresident leaves his chair; and l>efore

21. None of these rules shall be suspended or chant^ed 
without the consent of two-thirds of the members present.

UEPOUT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND AND 

CIIITKCII PROPEKTY. 

We herewith submit the Report of the Treasurer of tlie 
Roard of Trust tees of his receipts and disbursements during his 
term of office. 

Upon the organization of the present Hoard of Trust<res we 
found the affairs of the trust in a very unsatisfactory and con- 
fused condition. Wu found no official record or minutes of prtn 
ceedings of the board but an incomprehensible statement of 
investments of the money of the Diocese trust by our predeces- 
sors as Trustees of tlu^ ICpiscopal Fund and Church Property. 
When investments were made, instead of tiuTC being a clear 
and distinct slatemeiil, showing to whom money was loaned, 
dates and other details, each item was set down as "Invest- 
ment "A." *-R." -'C/'etc This irn?gular and altogether unusual 
method of l\eei)ing accounts lias given tlie })resent board much 
trouble in arriving at a conipreiiensive conclusion of the exact 
status of tile moneys belonging to the trust: and still, after all 
our lalKjrs and inijuiries, we are fcured to report that we have 
not yet fully solved the coini)lex problem of liie exact condition 
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of the trust funds of the Diocese, as adniiriistered by our said 
predecessors. 

We find that the Canons have Ixjcn grossly violated in the 
lending of money on known insuttlcient securities: that is, put- 
ting out largo sums, taking deeds of trust to secure the same, 
on real estate, to our minds, greatly over valued, and upon the 
titles to which there were clouds so great as to render the same 
almost valueless: that one loan (if not more), was made by the 
act of one Trustee alone, when the Canon reiiuires the concur- 
rent action and consent of all three Trustees. To Ije more 
«pecitic. we give s(»me of the trans^ictions of our predecessors, in 
-support of our general statement of the irregularities and vio- 
lations of Canons, to-wit : 

Loan to llev. I. N. Marks and wife. $oOO.(H). 

Loan to J. T. Strother, $1,W1.0(). 

Loan to Mrs. S. H. Green, $2,«14.H6. 

Loan toC. B. McFarland, $1,155.44. Aggregating $5,501.10. 

These loans were violations of the Canon in this: That 
"to the Rev. Mr. Marks and wife, the security was totally insuf- 
:£cient, being a deed of trust on a parcel of books of unknown 
4ind ungiven value. 

That to J. T. Strother, referred to in report of Trust-ees on 
:page 33, Journal of last Council, was, so far as we know, made 
"Without even the shadow of security, as the papers of the Trus- 
tees and the records of the Chancery Clerk's office show none. 
As we understand it, after an interview with Strother, no loan 
was actually made to Strother but the transaction was as follows: 
Judge F. Speed, one of the Trustees, had lands of his own which 
he wished to sell. Some years ago, he bargained to sell to 
Strother, Ave lots in the suburbs of Vicksburg; for these lc»ts, he 
paid himself 91,091.00 out of the money held in trust, but exe- 
cuted no deed to Strother, nor took any security from any source, 
of any nature, for the same; and reported same as a loan to 
Strother, he, Strother, never receiving any part of tlie money. 
Strother, on being approaced by us, stated that when the proper 
oonveyance should be made to him from Speed, he would pay the 
money. The case was carried on through several years, being 
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reported annually lo tlie C(»uncil as a Ician to Strother. In 
mean time Speed conveyed three <»f siiid live lot^s to another 
party. The interest on said scKialled loan to Strother. for tb.^ 
lirst year, was reixirted by the Treasurer as having been paid., 
but Strotlier denies having' paid it. 

Mrs. S. II. (Jreen. having previously purchased certain lotsa*! 
land in Vicksburg. from Judge Singed, for the sum of $1. 200.09, 
subject to his vendor's lien, borrowed from the Trust<*es through 
him, $2,489.r><>, with a part (»f which she paid the balance of th^ 
purchase monry due him. To secure this loan she gave tli^ 
Trustees a deed of trust on the lots thus bought from Speed. 
We are informed by comixjtent judges that tiie lots are no"^ 
worth the money loaned on them. 

Subsequent to this transaction, SiHied loaned her the furthexr 
sum of $325.00, taking as security, an additional deed of trust ox» 
the same lots, and, which loan he made without the concur- 
rence and consent of either of tlie other Trustees, iu plalcx 
violation of the Canon. 

The McFarland transaction, known in the Trsstees report* 
as *' Investment D," is, as learned from McFarland himself, sj* 
follows: Judge SiK»ed sold certain lots to McFarland, taking 
his notes for the same: subseciuently, McFarland, at Speed's 
request, received back his notes from Speed and gave in exchange 
therefor, his (McFarland's) notes to the Trustees for the pur- 
chase money, and executed a deed of trust to the Trusiees to 
^ecure the same. McFarland, when called on by the Treasurer 
(Dr. Howard) for payment, denied his liability, l^cause the title 
(»f Judge Si)eed to the land was defective and he further said 
that Judge Speed, a Trust^^e, knew it. 

The following proposition was made to us last Saturday, 

after the close of business hours, by Judge SjKied, to-wit : Tliat 

the Trustees surrender to him (Speed), their claims to the 

McFarland projKjrty and his (Speed's) indebt-edness for the 

amount reix)rt<?d as the '* Strother note:" in consideration ol 
and in lieu of which, he offered his wife's note for the aggregate 

amount of the two claims, this t« be secured by deed of tmst 

from her on the said McFarland lot, on two of the original five 
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btB purported to have been sold to Strother, and on some 
idditional lots of unknown value to us. 

It is to be noted that there are sundry outstanding? jndg- 
ments against Judge 8i)eed. and so we cannot estimate the 
Talue of the security so offered. 

Not feeling authorized to accept this offer, we submit it to 
tibeOouncil.

KEFOUT OF COMMITTKK ON CONSTITUTION AND CANONS. 

Your Committee on Constitution and Canons respectfully 
report thcit it has carefully considered and revised tlie present 
Constitution and Canons of the Diocese and herewith submit, 
as a part of this report, a carefully prepiired draft of the Consti- 
tution which is recommended for adoption, together with such 
Canons as are deemed appropriate and necessary for adoption 
after the Constitution as proposed shall have been duly ratified. 

In revising the Constitution the committee hsis stricken out 
allunnecessiiry and ambigucms verbiage, has rearranged the sub- 
jects, and has earnestly and conscientiously endeavored to pre- 
sent the Organic Law, without change of fundamental principles, 
yet in sucli form as to l)e plain, harmonious and consistent 
throughout. 

In tlie rearrangement, subjects that are germain have been 
classified and placi^d together under appropriate ht'adings, so 
that easy reference, may bt^ had to any given topic without the 
necessity of going tlinnigli different and disconnected articles 
and sections. While the established method of division into 
articles has been retiiined, the committee luis endeavored to 
make this a real, and not a mere nominal, division. It will be 
observed that the sections have been numbered consecutively 
througliout. This, It is thought, will tend to prevent amfusion 
or mistakes of reference liable to occur under the old plan of 
having the numbers ofs ectlons begin anew in each article. 
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This CJonstitution is recommended for adoption. 
The Canons submitted have been revised and prepared with 
reference to the pn»posed amended and revised Constitution. 
But as the Constitution cannot he finally adopted at tlie presen 
session of tlie Council, and Jis It is deemed inadvisable Uj make 
any general revision of the Canons while tlie Constitution is in 
processor revision, it is recrmmiended that the Canons be recom- 
mitted, with permission to print and report to the next 
Council.

Mr. H. F. Simrall submitted the report <if the Special Com- 
mittee to which had been referred the report of the Trustees of 
the Episcopal Fund and Church Property, and on motion the 
resolutions recommended therein were apopted. 

The undersigned Special Committee to which was referred 
the report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund and Church 
Property, and that part of the Hishops address relating thereto, 
report as follows : 

That after careful examination of said report and verbal 
explanations made by the present members of said Tioard, who 
appeared before this crjmmittee and aided them in their investi- 
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nation, find that tlie predecessors of the present Board of Trus- 
tees, In several instances, involving the investment of consider- 
uble sums of money : the law of the church was palpably violated 
and disregarded, verging on criminality, in this, that loans were 
made, by individual memlx'rs of tlie Ikmrd, without the concur- 
rence of all of them, or (»f a majority : that s^»me loans were on 
insutllcient security or no security at all; and in one instance, 
what appears Ut be an unautliorized appnipriation of money was 
made by the memlH*r of tlie Koard of Trustees who at the time 
was Secretary of said Hoard, which money appears to have been 
applied to his i)ersonal use. This transaction was In connection 
with the J. T. Strother note. 

The committee further find, that for several years, the pre- 
decessors of the present lioard did not keep a consecutive, accu- 
rate written memorial or record of its acts and proceedings in 
respect to the management and investment of said fund, that 
by reason of the premises it is n(»t possible to ascertain the exact 
amount of said fund that from time to time ciime to the hands 
of said Trustees for loan and invstment. 

The committee further llnd that the sum total of assetts. 
turned over to the present Hoard, by its predecessor, amounts to 
promissary notes for *15,4(W.S"). That of this sum about $7,310.75 
are solvent, adequately secured, and that alxjut $s,i5ii.io are 
doubtfull, resulting ultimately in a loss to the fund of about 

$i5,tKMJ, 

We are of tlie oi)inion, and recommend that this Council 
.should instruct the Jtoard to Trustees of the P^pisc^)pal Fund and 
Church l'roi)erty to take prompt and active measures tu cf»llect, 
or secure all or as much of the doubtful debts to the fund, by 
compromis<' or h'gal proceedings, as in their judgment they may 
deem best for the interest (»f the Diocese, and to that end they 
may employ counsel. 

We append hereto an accurately prepared scedule of the 

assets, distinguishing them into solvent, doubtful and partial or 

totaly insolvent. 

We recommend to the Council the adoption of the following 
resolutions : 

1st. Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund 
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and Church Pniporty. bi- and they :irc horoby instructt-d to ttike 
prompt and active incasures t(» collect in the funds dutstand-

Your Committee resix?ctfully calls the attention (»f the 
Clergy of the Diocese to the importance of tlu'ir urging upon 
the proper officers to use greater diligence than heretofore in 
collecting the Bishops assessment.

Your Committee believe the time has c(>nie when such a 
course as suggested should )>e adopted and faithfully carried out 
in each and every Parish and Mission Station in the Diocese.

The Committee on C<nistitution and Canons reported re- 
garding the niatter referred to them as to the autlK»rity of the 
Trustees to sell property. 

In response to an inquiry contained in a resolution of the 
Council c<jncerning the i)Ower of the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund and Church Property in disposing c»f property, tlie Com- 
mittee reiKjrts as follows : 

1. Uijder the act of the legislature in regard to this prrip- 
erty, approved March 6, 1S>m.), we think, in the absiTice of any 
exercise of control by the dkx-ese, the Trustees may sell and 
convey any of the property, real or personal, the title to which 
is vested In them by said act. This results from the express 
provissions of the statute authorising alienation of the 
property. 

2. But, under said act. the title is vested in said Trustees 
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fciubject to control by the Council of the Diocese and thereforo 
we think the Council may, by rcHolution or canon, exercise full 
contnjl and may place such limitations and restrictions on the 
sale or disposition of the property or fund held by the Trustees 
as may be deemed necessary. 

'i. We recommend that a canon or resolution be adopted 
providing that tlie Trustees shall not sell, ct>nvey or dispose of 
any of the projKjrty without the express authority of the Coun- 
cil, or of the Standing Comniittoe in vacation. 

We tlierefore submit tlie followl^ig resolution and recom- 
mend its adoption : 

Resolved, That the trustees of the Episc<»iial Fund and 
Church Property shall not sell, convey or dispose of any property 
without the expn;ss authority of the Council of the Diocese or 
of tlie Standing Committee in vacation.

The C(»uiniittee on DirK^esan Sc1hm»1s submitted Its report, 
through its Chairman. Rov. J. M. Magruder, as follows: 

KEl*OKT OK THE t'0M3IIl^'EE ON DIOC-ESAN SCHOClLS. 
Ti) THK C'<)r>'ClL OK THE lHOCKSK OF MlSSISSITVI: 

The Committee on Diocesan Schools are gratified to be able 
to report the successful reorganizatifin of St. Thomas Hall, a 
Church ScluKil for l>oys, at Holly Springs. 

Tliis Institution was established at Holly Springs, Miss., in 
1S41 by the late Kev. Francis L. Hawks, d.d.. tVirmerly Rector of 
St. Thomas' Church, in the Diocese of New York, and for which 
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diurch tbe school was named. The Institution continued to do 
most adnilrable work until the war, during which period its 
buildings, after being used for an hospital, were destroyed. In 
the depressed condition of affairs that has ever since prevailed 
in the Diocese of Mississippi, it has not been possible to rebuild. 
Two years since, an opportunity was liad of purchasing a very 
desirable and valuable seliool property, that Iiad had for years 
been used by the Ilonian Catholics as a seminary for girls, under 
the name of the bethlciicm Academy— a propt^rty consisting of 
two large and handsome buildings, and grounds covering twelve 
acres, in a most healthful and eligible location. This i)roperty, 
as it now stands, represents an outlay of more than ^^o.OOU, all 
made within a comparatively recent date. It was ottered for 
$9,000 and lias been bought for tho Diocese for that amount. Of 
this, $."),2ji0 has lieen paid, leaving a balance of *4,U00 and inter- 
est of 8480 due next September. 

The President of St. Thoma's Hall has made an appeal 
through the columns of the Cimrch News, to the churchmen of 
the DicKsese of Mississippi, for assistance in raising the amount 
of the balance due. 

Your Committee heartily commi-ixd the schoul, and hope 
that there may he responses, timely and generous. 

The aciidemic work of St. Tliomas Hall l)egan in September 
1893, with a faculty of 4 instructors and an attendance* of 4i» 
cadets, young men from all parts of the State. Tlie session of 
l&UA'9o began witli a faculty of 5 instructors and fui cadets. 

The income is such that the institution is now able to pay 
its own exjKjnses. 

Your C(mimittec beg leave to ciill tlie atttention of church- 
men to the fact that St. Thomas Hall has for its object tlie 
thorough and exact preparation, under the direction of the 
church, of young men for ministry work and its certificate will 
admit to any class os the University of Mississippi without 
further examination. 

We commend St. Thomas Hall to the people of the Diocese 
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and a>k for it a consideration of lis claims and the cooi)eratiOQ 
and supiHirt it would >vem to dtserve.

Airain, in the revolution of the years, we are met to consult 
for the good of that part of the Lord's vineyard eonnnilted to 
our charge, and as is the eustoni. I am to bring before you what, 
from my point of view, as overseer, sei'ms esspecially to need 
5-our consideration. 

The year has been a hard one, as the most of you well know, 
and churcli interests, at least <»n their si-eular side, suffer in 
common with others, and yet 1 liave had tlir great pleasure of 
consecrating the noble church of the Holy Trinity, in Vicksburg, 
clear of debt and greatly beautified, and of opening, formally, a 
neat little chap«*l in Edwards. A pretty chapel is also com- 
pleted at IMnckneyville. 

Several of our congregations have added to the value of 
their churcli property or to the beauty of their churches not- 
withstanding the hard times and most liave met their various 
I>ecuniary obligations as promptly as usual. 

There has been no inroad by death upon our numbers and 
comparatively few changes in tlie clergy list. 

Tlie Rev. John A. Harris was obliged to leave his work at 
Pass Christian from ill health and went to California. He 
remains connected with the Diocese. 

The Rev. William Cross resigned his work at Greenville 
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and liUH taken a parisli in Detniit but he has not yet beeD 
transferred. 

This is tlie case also with the Rev. J. K. Karcher and the 
Rev. A. T. DeLearsey, they still remain uiKin our list. There 
has l>een but one completed transfer— that of the Rev. A. A. 
Roberts to Tennessee. 

Tliere is but one chancre in the I)l(K'ese. Tlie Rev. Mr. Burry 
resi^rned St. Janies'. Port (fibsnn and t(M»k charjre of Trinity 
Church. J'ass Cllri^tiiln. 

Tlie Rev. If. If. Messenjjer win mi I received just l^efore our 
last Council I put in charge of Summit and adjacent missions. 

I ordained Mr. J. H. Woodward a deac(ni on the 13th 
Sunday after Trinity last, in St. Andrew's. Jackson, and put 
him at work at Canton where he lias done acceptable service. 

St. James' Church, port Gibs(ni, has been vacant since our 
last Council. It has had the oc<*asional services of Dr. Lo^an, 
and I liave visited it twice. Lav servic-eshave been continucms 
and the Sunday-schfKil sustained, and a considerable debt paid 
off. This earnest i^iirish is IcKikin^' for a Rector. 

The vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. Cross in the 
important charge of St. James', Greenville, is to be tilled shortly 
and 1 trust effect ivelv.

The Zfulous Hectors of Aberdeen and Mi'iidlan havf been 

kee]»in>: the w»»rk K'oin^r in ila- Mi*.>i«.n Statiun> on the Eastern 
line. 

A Fid let nje say here as I have before, lliat it we are to do 
anything' at all. in niaiiy places, we must d<» it in thi> way. Tlie 
Rectors of ouf strong' parishes must ca^i their vision beymd the 
parish line, and must seek the sln-ep which are scattered. It 
will d<» themselves ^(hhI and liieir pari^lies pmd. There are few 
parisiies in the l)i<K*esse which can (.'xhau>l the cFier^nes of ;in 
ablebodied man. 

Several (»f the cler^ry have ^rrasped the situation in this 
re.^pect. and are doin^' effective missionary wnik to the iK»sitive 
giKid of their sjiecia] con^'re^'ations. 

r.lue-mold is apt to >:ather when there is no movement and 
the air is c!<»se. There liave been >ucli cases known, as blue- 
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moldy parislios and blue-moldy clerjujy in the winkle history of 
tlie cliurch. The sijrht is not fair to look up(»n, and. with us, 
the condition can have no excuse. 

You will notice that the num^)e^ of iversons conlirniod thi-* 
year is^rreater than I have rei)orted at any preceedin^: Council. 
They were, as I Ixilieve. mostly well instructed and prepared, 
for that sacred rite. 

The Canons of the church require a IJishp to visit eacli ci»n- 
jjrrejration in his jurisdiction once in tliree year>. As « matter 
of fact. American Hlsiiops visit tliree ti^ues as of4,en »»nct' in 
every year. Hut I think 1 can say, witliout fear uf contradic- 
tion, that the l^ishop of Mississippi al<jn»». visits many con^n-e^'a- 
tions two nr three times ;i year. 1 have asked my self more than 
once, whether tliis is wise. For tirst, 1 am, to u<*^ a phrase you 
will pardon, 1 hope, "si-ttinir the pace," for my suc^H*ssor, and 
putting' the wrirk on such a plant? that a man only in thr most 
mbust physical health can lnjpe lo travel, and then at the risk 
of breaking down. ANo, 1 am. perhaps, ^nvin^r the impressif>n. 
-wliich is entirely wron^^ that cfinrirmation in the Epi.«icopal 
form of "joinini^r the church." and that whenever one wants to 
"join" tlie I^isliop nuist conn' or lit* cannot be "joined." 

The clerjjy should instruct candidate^ out of such absurd 
and mischievous notions, and nucIi instruction would be? better 
than a liasty contirmation. I am not at all an.\iou< to eontirm 
untrained and untaukdit candidates. 

1-Jut wht'ther theabn(»rmal frequt'Ficy of Episcopal visita- 
tion«i has a ^ood tendency or a bad. it is ^ratifyin^r. if ^ime times 
enibarrasinj^, to understand, that con^rre>rat ions and chrjjry are 
iK»t wearied, and that tht-y t-ven think the iJishop dr>os not vi>it 
them a?» much as tliey would like, nt r >tay with them as l(»n>: as 
they desire. S(»metimeN I believe, without due thou^'ht, of the 
area of the State of Mississippi or the nature of the wr»rk, even 
mild complaints have btrn made of the Iii>hop*s supposed in- 
freqiiency, and the explanation suf|(pested that hv. did not care 
to know the people of this particular con^jrej^atioFi. at least. 

Now, you will, 1 am sun?, pardon me if I say that I desire 
nothing more than to know well all people, rich or poor, com- 
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iiiitted to uiy cliar^^e. and that I liav».» the ri»;ht io oxiKJCt that 
they tlieinselves will liolj) me to that end. 

Necessarily 1 have little time to expend in mere s(K:ial inter- 
course, unless that leads to some advanta^^e to the duty I am 
sent to do. And in tliis the Bishop can be aided jrreatly If a 
little interest is taken by tlie i»eople, and, as was the case lately, 
in an important ])arlsh. set a time to call upon him and ^\\e him 
the jfreat i)leasure of meeting tliem. 

In visitations also, I have felt more care for and paid more 
attention to sucli missions and parislies as liave been without 
rejjular services. Where jtcmkI and ert1ci<»nt rler^ry have been fully 
holding up the work, I have naturally felt it did not need such 
assiduous nursing as pastorless congregation!^ d<i. 

It Is far the pleas;inter pjirt of my work to visit large parishes 
and offlclate In large congregations, but the pressing duty C(»mes 
to preach in small chapels and rude school houses, to a very few 
people, and this duty comes oftener. A1s<j, I consider it more 
imiKjrative. 

And that calls t(» my mind our small work among (»ur colored 
brethren. The Kcv. Mr. UoV)erts, last fall, left the work in 
Vicksburg, St. Mary's Chapel, for work in Tennessee, but to 
my great contentment the mission sufTen«<i very little fmm the 
change. Th«* scIhm)1 continued very sali>factorily and I>r. Logan 
gave oversight and care to the congrrgat ion, and all has moved 
(»n satisfact-orily. I contirm»'d a considerable class at my last 
visit. S<H»n. there will be in charge, a l*riest of their (»wn color, 
who comes highly commended and is report<?d to jxissess s^pecial 
quail ticat ions of training. 

The work at XatchcK, under the charge of the Lay Reader 
and candldati.* for Deacon's C)rders, Mr. Hinton, whom I ho^n? to 
Ordain Dejieon next Sunday, has gone on tills ye^r very satis- 
factorily. I confirmed a clas** of elght<!en on my late visit to 
Trinity Chap«*l, and they were, I was assun^d by the Reactor of 
Trinity, thoroughly prepared. They were of all chisscs, old and 
young, gray ha ire(i and children. I was encouraged greatly by 
my visit. 

I desire to emphasize to the clergy the necessity of great 
care in the preparation of candidates for contirmation and I 
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mean here, in the preparation esi)ecially of converts— people 
who come from the religious b(»dies about us. I liave been s<ime- 
times grieved to And that even instruction about the proper 
reception of the Holy C(»rnniunion has not been js'iven and 
people liave held out two fingers of a sijiled j^love to receive the 
element of tlie bread. It needs only a moment's instruction to 
avoid such an unintentional irreverence 

I am ^rlad to call your attention to the work now goii4J on at 
the new St. Thomas' Hall. In the old davs of the 
State and Diocese an institution in Holly Springs called St. 
Thomas* Hall made itself known througlKuit tlie church for 
thorough scliolarship and honest training. It disappi^ared with 
so much else in the wreck of the war and now, the son of one of 
the early teachers in that institution lias, in the courage of a 
Doble faith, revived the scho(»l from its aslies and it is now 
taking its old place witli its old name. 

General Sears, a gallant soldier, an accomplished scholar, an 
honest christian and a sound cliurchman, Professor in our State 
University, was In his younger days, after graduating at West 
Point, a professor in the old St. Thomas' Hall. I>» you wonder 
that his son, the Rector of Holly Springs, tinding hiniself on the 
old ground again, should Ik^ fired with the noble am))ition of 
reviving the work to which the maimed veteran of tlie war 
that destroyed it, had given the spring of liis young manhood. 
So the venture was made and St. Thomas- Hall is now in Its 
. second year of successful work. I cjin say from full knowledge 
that there is no school for boys superior in the whole South, few 
equal. It Is not a sham College, though smaller sch(H)ls bear 
that name It Is just a plain grammar sch(X)l, seeking to extend 
itself on plain grammar school lines and making no pretences. 
It prepares boys for the University of our State and they will 
be admitted on the Principal's certificate, as I am Informed. 

The property secured at an exceedingly cheap rate, will be 
the property of the Diocese as soon as It is paid for, Mr. Sears 
made himself responsible for the purchase. More than half Imf^ 
been paid, there remains $4,000 due next Septeml)er which must 
and will be raised and the valuable plant secured to tlie church.

You will excuse me, brethren, I l)eg, from tiie ordinary 
xoutinc of Episcopal addresses. I have no spirit for common- 
place or amiable platitudes. The years are becoming serious and 
my days heavy. 

I have borne a burdened and weary heart for the last twelve 
months. I have tramped on with a weight so heavy upon me, 
that I have at times felt, as if I was abandoned of help and hope. 
Had there been any honorable or lawful way I would have taken 
myself to the mountains from the falseho(.>ds and evil doings of 
men. 

When I was elect-ed Assistant liishop of the Diocese, and was 
debating with myself, in my quiet library, in New Orleans, about 
accepting or declining, there came to me, as you may suppo-se, 
many kindly letters from church people, and some came from 
Vicksburg, telling me of the resources of the Diocese— a fund for 
an orphan asylum, a fund to build a house for the Iiish(»p, etc., 
etc. I need not stat« the (?nd. The next summer, prompt and 
early, (I had been IVishop six months), all vanished into 
SHOKE I And a good deal more iK^sides : 

The blow stunned me. I had not l)een brought up among 
people where such things could occur. It was all new, and I was 
unaccustomed to the newness but I was younger then and had 
powers of recuperation. I hoi)ed sucli surprises were ended, and 
with all ray heart, and persuading personal friends to help, we 
began the making of a home for the DicK^esan and an accumu 
lation for an endowment for his support. Personal friends, 
family friends helped lil>erally. It did not concern me, it would 
be for my successor. 

Except one gentleman of Natchez and myself I believe 
tbereiis not an individual in Mississippi who, as an individual, 
has given anything to the endowment, (Mr. C. of Trinity, 
Natchez, gave the large gift of $500) I must reward it now 
and here. 

After the meeting of our Council last year, when we had 
been presented with a most florid report, the newly elected Trus- 
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Um's and llie Standing' Oniiniittoe disrovored the fact, tliat these 
^lowiFijf r«.'iK)rts of tlie ])ast and o«^siK'('ially the n»se-04.»lored and 
el«?^(ant n»iMH't df that year wt*re not <.M»ldly s(iuare nor perpen- 
dicularly plumb witli actual truth and actual fact and that 
niucliof the funds n*i)(»rtedliad no existence -as objective entities. 
In fact, I was told that the showing' was so bad that gentle- 
men declined to ^^o on tlie Kciard )x*wiuse matters were so 
confused. Tlie liooks wt're s<i blind, and appearantly intended 
to \)e so blind, that on<» could not tell the meaning of the Trust, 
nor what liabilities lu* mi^ht be assuming. 

As 1 understand it, and as the re|K»rt of theopresent Board 
of Trusti-es will sliow, the matter has ^rn>wFi darker as the year 
went on. It sfems to be the fact that a larp» pjirt of the funds 
reported last year have vanished somewhere— and the trans- 
actions which have made thorn disapi»ear have been in the face 
and eyes of the Canon under which the Trustees act. 

You will need to investijrate all this to the r<K>t. I am 
opposed to condoning and Kl<>^*^^iu^f over evil th!njrs. 

If it was an unavoidable mistake let us know it. If it was 
intenticnuil mal-administrati(m for the profit of the adminis- 
trator let us know it. The Church must be be clean and honest. 

Meanwhile, dear friends, you will not cxixTt me to make my 
usual enthusiastic api)eal for thi^ Endownunt Fund. 

This last blow has stunned me for a year -I do not recover 
now as I did twelve yt-ars ajro. You mu<t bear with me. and I 
must ask y(»u to take such measures that I may not be kn'.>cked 
on the head with clubs of this kind any more.

Sec. 19. Any l*arish or Mission, may for cause, specitied by 
Canon, be suspended from representation in the Council, by a 
vote of two-thirds of each Order. The Council may also by a 
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like vote restore to such Parish or Mission its Conciliar prive- 
leges. The suspension aforesaid, shall not absolve the Parish 
or Mission, from its obll^jrations to the Council. 

AKTICLJ^ VI. 

Of AmendmeQts to the CoQStitutiOQ. 

Section 20. This Constitution sliall not be amended by any 
Council, unless the proposed amendment, in writing, shall have 
been submitted to and approved by a previous Council, nor un- 
less at its final adoption it shall receive the votes of a majority 
of each Order, voting separately by ballot, and Ixi approved by 
the Bishop before final adjournment. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Section 21. All articles of any previous Constituticm of the 
Church in this Diocese, are hereby repealed, and this Constitu- 
tion shall go into effect as soon as adopted.

Columbus, Miss., May 5, 1896. 

The 69th Annual Council of the Church, in the 
Diocese of MissesHippi, met this day in St. Paul's Church, 
Columbus. 

After morning prayer, said by the Rev. W. R. Dye, 
rector of the Parish, and the Rev. Q^incy Ewing, of 
Greenville, the Bishop celebrated Holy Communion, the 
Rev. Geo. C. Harris, s.t.d., serving as deacon. 

In place of the usual Council Sermop the Bishop read 
his Annual Address. 

The Council was called to order and the Clergy roll, 
certified hv the Bishop, was called by the secretary of 
the last Council. A majority of the ojergy answered to 
their names. 

The Chair appointed Rev. D. W. Holt and Rev. J. M, 
Ma^rruder to he the ('ommittee on Credentials of Lay 
I)ele<j^ates. This committee reported shortly thereafter 
a roll of deletrates, which being called showed six Par- 
ishes and one Mission represented. 

The Rev. Geo. C. Harris, s.t.d., was, by ballot, re- 
elected secretary of the Council and the Rev. Peter G. 
Sears was re-appointed assistant secretary. 

For treasurer of the (/ouncil the Rev. Mr. Sears nom- 
inated Mr. Chas. H. Cocke, upon which nomination no 
action was taken, by reason of the illness of the uom-

inee. The announcement of Mr. Coeke's illnes elietod 
from many members of the Council expressions of regret 
and sympathy. 

On motion the rules of order, and the order of lous- 
iness of the last Council, were read and axlopted for the 
government of this, as follows: 

RULES OF ORDER. 

1. The members of the Council, clerical and lay, 
shall, on the day appointed, assemlxle at the Church des- 
ignated as the place of meeting, immediately }>efore the 
hour for the opening service, ami shall cntcu* the Church 
in regular procession. 

2. The Council shall he ojiencd on the first day with 
Morning Prayer and a cele})ration of the Holy Com- 
munion. The Bishop, if he he so minded, will deliver 
a charge or address at this service, or else there shall l)e 
a sermon by a preacher previously appointed. On each 
succeeding day the session shall be opened with Morning 
Prayer. 

3. When the President takes the chair no incniher 
shall continue standing, or shall afterwards stiind up ex- 
cept to address the chair. 

4. When the President shall have taken the chair the 

roll of members shall be called, and the minutes of the 

preceding day read ; but both or either may be dis- 
pensed with by a majority of the Council, to be decided 
without debate. 

5. No member shall al)sent himself from the session 
of the Council, unless he have leave, or be una}»le to 
attend. 

6. At the opening of the session thi^ President shall 
appoint the following regular Committees : 1st. On the

7. When any member is about to speak or deliver 
any matter to the Cotmcil, he shall, with due respect, 
address himself to the President, confining himself strictly 
to the {X)int in deliate.

12. When a cjuestion is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received, unless to lay it on the table, to post- 
})one it for a certain lime, to postpone it indefinitely, to 
conunil it, amend it or divide it — and motions for anv of 
these purpos(»s shall have precedence in the order herein 
named. The motion to lay on the table or to adjourn 
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shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn 
shall always be in order. 

13. If the question under debate contiiin several dis- 
tinct propositions, the same (juestion shall be divided at 
the request of any member, and a vote Uikeu separately, 
except that a motion to strike out and insert be in- 
divisible. 

14. All questions of order shall he decided by the 
chair without debate, but any meml)er may appeal from 
such decision : and on such ai)i)eal no member shall speak 
more than once without leave of the Council. No mem- 
ber shall speak more than twice on the same subject 
without leave of the Council. 

15. All amendments shall be considered in the order 
in which they are moved. When a proposed amendment 
is under consideration, a motion to amend the same may 
be made ; no after amendment to such an amendment 
shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amend- 
ment to an amendment is under consideration, a substi- 
tute for the whole matter may be received. 

16. No proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be received under color of 
a substitute; and a question once decided shall not be r^j- 
eonsidcred without the consent of two-thirds of the 
members present, nor without a motion being made by 
one of the majority on the [)rior decision. 

17. On the requisition of any two members the yeas 
and nays shall be called and entered on the Journal ; and 
five members may demand a vote by orders.

report briefly as follows : That while they realize with fear and 
trembllnic the terrible responsibility of him whose duty it is to 
stand before the upturned faces of his fellows and speak the 
words of life, yet they shrink from undertaking, in the limited 
space of time allotted them, the responsibility of adding any- 
thing to the matter of the Itishop's address on Preaching, fur- 
ther than earnestly to commend the subject to themselves and 
their brethren of the Clergy, and bespeaking their c^ireful and 
prayerful attention to the words therein spoken. 

On the subject of Pastoral Work they feel the same diffidence 
in invading in any way the domain of individuality which nee 
essarily attaches to any position which requires an individual to 
perform the duties thereof. A pastor, it seems to us, should find 
his relationship of personal friendliness and sympathy with his 
parishioners a means of extending and impressing and carrying 
further afield to individual persons the eternal principles with 
which he is commissioned by his Divine Master. As one of the 
means by which his work may be advanced, we would suggest 
the dissemination of carefully selected literature among his peo- 
ple and In a Diocese wliere there are so few Parishes as in ours 
we would recomhiend the distribution of such literature, Ju- 
diciously, outside what might be strictly termed the limits of 
his parish. They would also respectfully recommend as a means 
of enhancing the usefulness of the Clergy in Ixitli pastoral and 
preaching functions, their more fre(iuent meeting together in 
convocations.

It was expressly stipulated In said nota and 

Id said trust deed that the Trustees did not become in any way 

liable for said indebtedness. The circumstances attending the 

extension of said Irust deed are fully set forth in the order od 

our minutes and reference is now made thereto. 

As heretofore reported, the trustees held two notes of Mary 
M. I). Itailey and P. I>. Ilalley. one for 9900. dated Jan. 1, 1891. 
and one of same date for 9145.31. botli bearing Interest from date 
at 10 per cent, secured by a trust deed on certain wild lands in 
Carroll, Ledore and other counties. On this indebtedness do 
part of the principal or intereiit had been paid, and the Trustees 
found it impo^iblc to collect the money or to realize anything 
over and abovo the value of the security. As it would necessi- 
tate trouble and expense to foreclose the trust deed by a sale in 
each county, and as the grantors were not financially responsible 
for any balance of th^debt that might renjain. Und«r geofral 
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autliority (j^ranted by the Ouincil, the Trustees decided it best 
to compromite the matter, wliicli was done by takinj? an absolute 
conveyance from the debtors for the hind embraced in said trust 
deed and 80 acres additional in Winston county which was em- 
braced in a separate conveyance, f^aid deeds bear date January 
.s, iSm, and are recorded in the proper offices in Carroll, Tjilla- 
liatchie, Leflore, Grenada and Winston counties where the lands 
are situated; being carefully described in the deeds which are 
now referred to, the lands are not here described. As a part of 
said compromise, the said debtors also a^ssigned to the Trustees 
a note for $40 and interest, given by one IT. S. llaynes, secured 
by vendor's lien on lands and $3 in money. 

A full account of tliis comi)romise is entered on the record 
lxK)kof the Trustees under date Jan. 1«, 181W and reference is 
now made to the same. 

As has also been rei)orted to the Council, the Trustees held a 
note of Rev. I. N. Marks, formerlv of Aberdeen, Miss., now of 
Lake (Jeneva, Wis. This note was for *-")00 and bote 10 per cent- 
interest from July 1, 188(), ci edited July 13, 1H87 with $50 and 
.July 1, 1888, with $50. This note was secured by a trust deed on 
certain books of said Marks which he had taken with him on 
moving out of the state. The note was barred l>y limitation 
Hon Q. O. Eckford, a former Trustee who, it seems, made this 
loan, informed the Trustees that if they would endeavor to ob- 
t lin the Iwoks and subject tliem to the debt, he would pay any 
balance that might remain due. This was only a verbal assur- 
ance, but on the faith of it correspondence was had with Mr. 
Marks which resulted in. Iiis agreeing to return t lie books on 
condition of his release from the debt, so far as individual 
liability was concerned. Tlie note and trust deed were there- 
upon surrendered tx) )iim and lie s]iipi)ed the books back. The 
Trustees now have the same in posessioii, being out $13.83 
freight charges paid. The books consist of a large lot of theo- 
logical, literary and miscellaneous works the value of which we 
have no means of ascertaining. A manuscript catalogue of the

J. W. Mayaard, or Aberdeen, Miss., was indebted to the Tru»- 
tees In the sum of $1,U00 with several year's Interest at 10 per. 
cent. On Nov. 24, 1RD3, he paid to our treasurer t200 interest, 
leaving a balance due of soniethlnif over 91,100, this was secured 
by a trust deed, but the snrurlty was deemed doubtful, hence 
the Trustees, under tile Kencral power ((ranted by the Council 
to compromise, accepted 91,000 in full settlement. This amount 
less 92 charges on uxchan)i;e, was paid to our treasurer April 11, 
180H, and the same is aceoimtcd for In his report, which Is here- 
with submitted as a part of this report. 

We regret t<» report that the Strother loan of 91.001, and the 
MoFarland load of 91,155,44, referred to In our last report (Jour- 
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nal 1805, p. 18) still stand in statue quo, and that there is very 
little hope or prospect of realizin(( on either of them. The 
trouble comes from the fact that the title to the land embraced 
in the trust deeds is encumbered by numerous judgments against 
Fredrick Speed, the former owner. We have been wholly unable 
to make any arrangement by which these lots or any of them 
cafi be released from the lien of these judgments and it is likely 
that when they are enforced the security will be swept away. 

The title is in such apparently inextractable confusion, and 
the prospects of ultimate loss so great, that we have not 
thought it advisable to involve the diocese in the expense of 
litigation in the effort te realize on these lands. We prefer to 
let matters stand as they are for the present, unpromising as is 
the outlook. 

The loan to Mrs. S. J. H. Green, secured by trust deed on cer- 
tain vacant lots in Speed's addition to the City of Yicksburg, 
including interest, now amounts to something over $3,500. The 
title to these lots als3 came through Judge Speed, but his deed 
to Mrs. Green was made before the recovery of any judgments 
against him, hence the judgments do not affect the title, but as 
it is known that he once owned the lots and that there are 
judgments against him, we think that persons would be de- 
terred from bidding on the lots, by reason of this fact, and 
because we have been desirous of affording Mrs. Green every 
possible opportunity to 11 nd a purchaser of the property we 
have not foreclosed. We deem it advisable to wait a little 
longer on this loan, as it is morally certain tliat the Trustees 
would be compelled to buy in the lots if sold now, and we do not 
believe that we could, in that event, dispose of them at this 
time to any advantage. 

In this connection we wisli to ask of the Council authority to 
bid all property encumbered in favor of the Trustees, to prevent 
a sacrifice of securities. It is possible that we have this author- 
ity, but we prefer that it should be expressly given.

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL ADDRESS 

OF THE 

RT. REV. HUGH MILLER THOMPSON. S. T. D., LL. D., 

BISHOP OF MISSISSIPPI. 



We are again met to counsel upon the welfare of that part of 
the LiOrd^s vineyard committed to our care ; and first of all, we 
must humbly acknowledge to the Master of the vineyard our 
poor day*8 work, and kneel in shame and repentance for our 
small returns. 

We assure ourselves before Him, sometimes, because He has 
seen fit to give us in charge of one of the stoniest, hardest, most 
barren comers of the whole field — that our days are full of 
toil, our nights of unrefreshing waking, and our heart sick, and 
courage gone, because in our so curiously constituted Church the 
hardest field may be left the most lonely and pitifully forlorn 
of brotherly help and sjrmpathy. 

The Diocese of Mississippi is one such part of the vineyard. 
As far as the Diocese is concerned and the Church to which 
the Diocese has submitted itself in its constitution, to be a layman 
in it is to be obscure, to be a clergyman in it is to be still 
more obscure, and to be its Bishop — I have no more to say. 

The main interest, brotherliness and help of the stronger 
Church, has moved, naturally enough, along the lines of least 
resistance, toward the Northwest, with the movements of immi- 
gration and the rapid and encouraging growth of population. 

At the same time it would be an intaresting thing to exam- 
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ine this growth, and would lead to suggestive results as to f^ 
wisdom of the Church. 

In prbportion to population are there as many communicaii ^"^ 
in Minneapolis, a city claiming 250,000, as there were forty yeai 
ago when it was ^^The Falls of St. Anthony*'? Are there as man, 
in the same proportion in St. Paul, in Milwaukee, in Chicago ^ 
I fear we might have to answer in the negative. 

The Church in the energetic Northwest has grown by emigration 
from the Ekist. Everybody was coming — a due proportion of 
Churchmen among the rest. I have worked in the Northwest 
and Southwest. I am saying what I think I am tolerably sure 
of. The Church population of Wisconsin, of Minnesota, of 
Iowa, of Nebraska, for instance, is it as great in proportion to 
the increase of population as it was forty years ago ? 

I am not complaining of the interest expended on the route of 
the wavQs of movement that bring Germans, Polacks, Huns, Rus- 
sians, Bohemians, Italians, Lithuanians, etc., into the groat 
Northwest. They are seldom converted into Churchmen — the 
majority never converted to be Americans eveo. 

But we in the South, where we are all Americans, and the 
white people in the main Anglo Saxons and Protestants, may 
well wonder why we have so little encouragement to hold our 
own among our own people, and where, in spite of the fact that 
we are sending emigrants from all our Dioceses and Parishes, 
and yet increasing twice as fast as the increase of population, we 
receive so little help or comfort compared to the proclamatory 
boastfulness of our Northwestern friends, who can so barely keep 
their heads above the tide which permits them just to breathe. 

In the last decade the population of the State of Mississippi has 
increased, white and black, 10 per cent. The communicants of 
the Church have increased 'Xi per cent. It is nothing com- 
pared to the increase in our great centers of population, like 
New York, where, I believe, it rises to l.X) per cent., perhaps 
more. 

Bo, Bmall a§ we are, we ought not to be hopeless or feel f orlorq, 
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The Church in Mississippi is growing and gainiug, and will grow 
and gain more, as our people become more compelled by increas- 
ing intelligence to find a reasonable, sensible and human relig- 
ion, and express it in a dignified, reverent and intelligent divine 
worship. 

We have no immigration of consequence. I doubt whether we 
want it as it comes in tides over our brethren of the North. We 
live among our own folk, and our people go away to leaven these 
"rapidly growing" parts of the Northwest. The rector of one 
of our Parishes, after five years of service, told me that he 
found some sixty communicants and left sixty ; but that during 
that time he had transferred to other places 120 ! He got no 
credit for this growth, nor did the Diocese ; and the Board of 
Missions would perhaps write his work down as discouraging, 
compared to that of an " energetic " deacon who had gone to 
some place in the Northwest, where the communicants were 
only ten, and in a year had grown to eighty by emigration from 
our Mississippi Parish and others like it. ^* There is nothing that 
succeeds like success,'^ and the Church, like the world, is apt to 
udge of success by the outward appearance. 

I have no disposition, no intention of complaining ; but it is 
true that sentiment has its weight. There are 7,0(iO,000 negroes 
n the United States. They are increasing. There are perhaps, 
all told, 2J50,000 Indians. They are decreasing, as they will. The 
negro is a potent factor industrially and politically in the coun- 
try. He earns his own living. He always will. He has not the 
slightest idea of disappearing. The Indian is a mere pensioner 
on government bounty, and, apart from being an Indian and an 
eater up of the country's taxes, would perish. 

But the negro work of our church is estimated at the ridicu- 
lous sum of $50,000 ; and the work for a worthless and fast dis- 
appearing race weakens the sentimentalism of the church, and 
even of the state. 

If I lived where there were 500 Indians who never earned their 
Bait, I could get a sympathetic hearing and an abundant return, 
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But liTlQg wieb T50.U00 ite(iTO«3, earaioK thtlr own IStIuk mi 1 
Rryinft for help and npllftiut;, wbtle thep nre indastrionsljr adding i 
to the nation's wealth, 1 oau get small answer lo any appeal- 
There la no senti mental ism in this last. It is purely practical, 
oommonseuBical and Christian and therefore wakens littl« en- 
thusiasm. There is do romance about the negro. For m;seU, 
I oould never see why there should be ^bout the Indian. 

We should, of course, do our duty by the Indiau while he re- 
maina, bat he has no future, and meanwhile 7.U(II),000 of oar 
fellow -citisens whom the itreed of our fathern. North andSoutb. 
impoHed upon their detioendsiits, ftnd who have been induatrioDS 
adders to our wealth aud resonrcen, nre almost out of oar syni- 
patbies us a chnruh. 

It is well to rememlwr thiit the white population of Missis- 
sippi, scattered over 40,000 square miles, is not half so maoy as 
the population of Chicago, that the remainder of the population 
&re as tar aw&y, practically, a«if they were where their Kr&nd- 
fatherK were ou the coast of Africa. They have a uomiuut 
ChrietianltT— ^ moat dUtortsd and oarloatorad form at the ormd- 
eat ontoome ot the old-fashioned revival luidoaHwiuBetiiis, which 
stands thiam instead of morals, intelllgenae ^Mid rsl^Kian. nw 
notion that the common school, which teaohea the " tbrse Sta," 
would make the ooming geiier«tiou of blaoka upFight, «asr- 
getio and worthy, is becoming rapidly e]y>lodad, 

"Beadin', EUtin' and Rithmlttok" have do moral value ta 
them, and we are &wt discoveriag the f*et. la all oar tamm 
the Increase of the yQung colored hoodlum who can read, mtte 
and cipher, and therefore proposes not to work, le one of thepor- 
tents of the time. He is always " conrerted " before he is -fa 
as be BO often is, sings "Just Ab I Am," and on the e 
invites everybody to "meet him in heaven." 

The State Is not toblame. !It oonoot'teaob religions nortnorals 
— hw-po 'boatNew vith-vltber. It oan on^ te«toIi (be ** tttiree B*i" 
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and leave everybody, white and black to pick up a religion 
and morals for himself. 

The nef^ro does about as well as the white, considering his limi- 
tations. He has no race pride, no family pride, no grandfather 
whose honored name he must keep unsullied, no literature, not 
one of those subtile influences surrounding the children of 
our race, and inherited from ten centuries ot toil, struggle and 
heroism. We put our books into his hands to educate him. 
He has no part nor lot in them. White stands for heaven and 
the angels, for virtue, nobleness, honor, truth, worth, valor and 
fkreedom. Black is the nether pit. The devils are black; false- 
hood, shame, crime, cowardice, degradation, contemptibility- - 
they are black 1 Can he ever l)e educated in fact and reality by 
white men, using a white literature? 

We have undertaken the job here in the United States, to 
some extent We are the only white people that have under- 
taken it. We ought, at least, to give it a fair and liberal trial 
and for a Church with the pretensions of ours the money put into 
the work is absurdly contemptible, ft would scarcely support, 
all told, one moderate third class school. 

In regard to this work, it is distinctly understood that there 
is no color line in the church. We can have no black annex, like 
a tender to a locomotive engine. The black clergyman or dele- 
l^ate has the same rights in our councils as his white brother. 
"We write the three letters " col " after no name in our official 
lists. We remember that it was a negro on whom they laid 
the cross to carry it after our Lord fell under it on His way 
to Calvary — a sort of parable of his position then and jfince and 
now — a pathetic parable acted by St. Simon the Cyrenian. 

In looking over the work of the past year, we find, as in all 
respects, things to encourage, things to discourage. 1 may say 
for myself that I have never worked under a year of more per- 
sonal depression and care. But my private griefs and wor- 
ries ought not to be obtruded on others. On the other hand, the 
experience of the last twelve months was a delightful one in 
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this, that it has seemed, from the kindness and courtesy of 
our ChristiAn brethren of other names, that prejudices are 
f^iviuK away, certainly dislikes and unkind feelings are gone 
or Koint? fast, and that the C^hurch is becoming understood in 
her largeness and breadth of catholic charity as she has never 
been understood before in Mississippi. 

In nearly all the classes confirmed we have had representatives 
of various Protestant bodies, and a number who were brought up 
in the lioman Catholic Church. Their friends did not oppose 
such a step, as they have been ac^customed to do, sometimes 
bitterly and vindictively. They were not treated, as I have 
known such (^ases, as apostates from the Christian faith and 
without religion because they ** joined the Episcopal Church." 
1 1 is quite commonly understood that a member of the Episco- 
pal Church may humbly hope for salvation, that one does not 
give up all claim upon the merits of Christ by being con- 
tlrnied, indeed that it is by those merits only that he looks for 
salvation. 1 think I have seen a gradual but sure breaking 
down of barriers and a growing desire to know, more about a body 
wliicli liHs lain so long under a load of prejudice ; and especially 
liave I noted this desire among intelligent and thoughtful peo- 
ple who keep abreast of the intellectual movements of our day. 

I dosire to attrihiitt' much of this to the ability and learning of 
th(? clergy, who in many cases are the intellectual, as they ought 
to be the spiritual, leaders of the people. The time has gone by 
for a stagnant and sleepy pidpit which treats of buried ques- 
tions and dead diflicnlties. Tlie unchangeable faith is always 
the sani«». Hut it can no more be presented under the thiukiutr 
of th(? fourtli century, or the tenth, or the fifteenth, than it c^in in 
tlie language of those centuries, to an assomblj' of Americans of 
the nineteenth. 

We must deal with our own a^^e, and the men of our own age. 
and in the thought and speech of our own age. We are responsi- 
ble for our own time an:l our own people ; and to galvanize the 
gibbering theological ghosts of the past for the instruction of 
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the people in the last decade of the nineteenth century is not 
to be wise. 

The number confirmed this year is not so great as it was last, 
owing, no doubt, to the vacancies in some of our parishes and 
missions. In the two conf^regations of our colored brethren 
the number confirmed has been quite larf^e, and, I believe, well 
prepared. Indeed I think the classes i^enerally have been par- 
ticularly well prepared this year, and the notion that confirma- 
tion is merely ^^ joining the church,^^ in the popular sense, is be- 
coming less frequent. I trust it will go on becoming so until it 
entirely disappears. 

In material advancement two new and very neat little churches 
have been added to our list, a very pretty little building erected 
by the energy of a very few at Friar's Point, the Chapel of 
Peace, which I have not yet opened for service, and a beautiful 
little church with tower, spire, porch and vestry-room at Michi- 
gan City, which I opened formally April 2*2, confirming seven 
and administering the Holy Communion to over forty of the 
faithful. This congregation owes its existence and that of its 
pretty church to Rev. Dean Sears, who has given it free services 
out of his abundant zeal for some years past, and who deserves 
congratulations, if he cared for them, for a work well done. He 
brought the choir of his own church to the opening, preached 
at one- of the services, and was surrounded by the love and trust 
of the people he has so kindly served. 

Michigan City is the first station on the Illinois railroad enter- 
ing Mississippi from the north. The little church, with its cross- 
tipped spire, stands on a high plateau, with its '* (jod's acre '^ 
around it, visible from all points, and is the only house of wor- 
ship in the place. By a grant from our missionary treasury it is 
entirely out of debt, and the property is held in trust by the 
diocesan trustees, as in all such cases. 

There awaits also a formal opening or dedication the very 
pretty little chapel at Pinckneyville, a mission organized and 
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served by the zealous rector of St. Paars, Woodville. I expect 
soou after council to go with Mr. llowe for this service, which will 
be on many accounts a happy one, upon the ground where, the tra- 
dition is, that the Church services were first held in what is now 
the state of MissisHippi. 

Also at Long Beach, where the Rev. Mr. Burry has beea doing 
missionary work, from Pass Christian, awaits formal opening and 
a first service. 1 opened formally, confirming a class of four last 
summer, a pretty little chapel, built by the efforts of the Rev. Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, as a sort of '^ Chapel of Ease,^^ a short distance out of 
Winona. 

You will see that wo are keeping up our average. I set myself 
down for two at least of these new churches or chapels every year. 
We have all along exceeded that, and this year doubled it and 
one over. I set myself also to see one new rectory every year. 
But that has not been attained. I hear of the rectory at Yazoo 
sold, which was wise ; but the rectory at Aberdeen has nearly un- 
loaded its debt, and the rector at Water Valley is paying his way 
through a .small farm in the outskirts of that thriving town, 
wliich ho hopes, no douht, his siiceossors may enjoy. Other- 
wise* then* is no incrcusi* in ro<*tories. All parishes at least 
should fiavo thcni. Tn many cases thoso wliich need them most 
do not iiJive thoni. Puss Christian is a flagrant instance. One 
of onr oldest parishes, it has no homo for its minister, and 
there were tini(»s when it niiKht have secured one, or ground for 
one, for half an old soii^r. \U\y St. Louis is in the same case. 
]5oth places expensive to live in, house rent particularly so, and 
yet, in my own time, houses could have been bought in the 
best situations for a trifle in either place. The condition of both 
from this point of view, is not happy. The Pass Christian par- 
ish owns the ^i'oun<l tlu* churt^h covers, no more. At the time 
the churcli was built it is probable tliat $10 an acre would have 
been a hl^'h ])ri('e for aiij' ext(Mit of beach sand. There seems 
to have been little foresif^'ht or business sens(» among the appointed 
guides of the Chunjh's future in these and other places. 
Greenwood aifords another instance of the kind. Some gener- 
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ous benefactor gave a " lot " when land was worth, over the whole 
present town site, perhaps $r)0 an acre, and so closely was the 
gift measured that the steps to the church door invade the side- 
walk and the walls define the limit of the gift ! Meanwhile the 
parish is struggling to buy a rectory/ Examples are abundant to 
suggest that when we begin in a new town we should secure space 
enough to spread in, and decline to build our churches in unsuit- 
able places because some generous benefactor offers a 850 lot. 
Better add another fifty and buy a proper site ! Also, under no 
circumstances will I accept, nor ought any parish to accept, a 
Kift of land or site on condition that when it ceases to be used for 
church purposes it goes to the heirs of the generous giver. Let 
the Church honestly own what she owns, and let her in very 
dignified self-respect decline to be tied by a string to anybo<ly's 
** heirs." Land in Mississippi is nowhere a vast fortune, and 
has no present appearance of becoming so. There is plenty 
of it ^ lying around loose,** and much of it at times sticking 
closer than a brother to the visitor. We ought to find room 
enough in an empty country to build a small church and have 
space to walk round the outside of it. 

One of my first experiences was in a visit from a most gener- 
ous and admirable lady, who wished to convey to tlie Church 100 
acres of land on two conditions only, after insisting on its be- - . 
ing named for her late husband : First, thai ** the Church " 
should erect upon the land a school for girls (for her heart 
was full of anxiety for the education of **our girls!") to cost 
at least $12,(XX) ; and, secondly, thai if the property should cease 
to be used for school purposes it should revert to the heirs. I 
had driven through "the property" that mornin;;. and could 
have bought any amount of it for 82 an acre ! 1 tried to get 
the dear, good lady to see the absurdity of her proposition. I did 
not succeed. I was sorry I tried, for she never forgave nie while 
she lived, and bestowed all manner of pet names on me, and I am 
afraid she has not forgiven me since she died, for those heirs 
do not have the 812,000 house on the 820C) pine patch. And yet 
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I thiuk tbe KDod woman really believed she was makjog a 
miiuiHcetil, nPlvt I

The He V, (Icorge L, Neide tuut resinned Ureenwood and taken 
work in Mtssotiri, but bos not been transferred, and the Rev. R. 
G. Hamilton ha^s rpHiKoed the i^hnrge of Trinity. Vazoo, bat 
has not been transferred. He ha^ according to canon, reported 
to me bin work f.iuce he -vent tn the East, The Rev. T. t'. Wil- 
liams bus resigned St. Andrew's, Jackson, but has not been 
triinnferred. The Rev. H. C. Mayer hits lieen transferred to Peon- 
Bylvnuia, The working force remninn about as it was at the last 
cciiiicil. The veiy important parish of Va/.no remain* vacant, 
and also Greenwood and its mission. We need also a clergy- 
man for Como and its missions, for Rosedale, Friar's Point and 
Clarksdale, and a missionary for the coast. 

The Rev. Nelson ^yres, priest, who did good service on the 
coast, I deposed, at his own request, in Emanuel Churob, Wi- 
nona, Nov. 18. 180'). in the presence of the Rev. Wm. Stakes and 
the Rev. J. B. Fitapatrick. 

The only change of position in the diocese is the removal of the 
Rev. T. E. Winecoff from Como to Macon, and the missions on 
the M. and O. railroad. 

At his own request I have removed from the list of oandidates 
the name of Mr. William J. Jackson, of McComb. Mr. Jackson 
is one of our estimable laymen, and his help and energy bare 
l)een great in the work at McComb. He has concladed that he 
may perhaps do the church quite as much service as lay-reader 
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and catechist, and leave himself freer in his secular calling. 

We have suffered heavy losses this year again. We have lost 
from among our number men whom we can ill spare — in their 
parishes — in the diocese — men who were a strength and help to 
us all, men loyal and true. They have won the crown, they 
rest from their labors; we name them reverently: James S. 
Johnston, of Church Hill, the venerable father of the Bishop of 
Western Texas, a man of the antique mold, a noble church- 
man, and gentleman, many times secretary of this council in 
the elder days, always liberal and glad to second all movements 
for advance, passed from us at a ripe old age ; and *^ Auburn Hall *' 
will fling wide its hospitable doors no more to meet the Bishop ; 
for me the loss is personal and irremediable. The diocese loses 
a landmark of its history. 

Another dear friend has gone in the person of that typical 
Virginian, Gen. John W. O'Ferrail, of Enterprise. He never, I 
think, sat in this ('ouncil ; but to him more than to any other 
the pretty little church and mission at Enterprise owe their 
existence. His house and its abounding hospitalities were al- 
ways at the service of the missionary. 

Capt. N. S. Walker, ot Port Gibson, has left us also for the 
church in Paradise. The soul of integrity, honored because true 
in every place he tilled, an intelligent churchman, a wise, pru- 
<lent counselor, his loss to St. Jamos^ C'hurch is irreparable, and 
to the diocese cauuot be measured. He was an honor to the 
faith he professed. 

Mr. J. J. Sherman, or as it was a pleasantry between our- 
selves, ** General '' Sherman, whose alert figure and genial face, 
notwithstanding his weight of years, were for so long a familiar 
sight in this place, aud so welcome and friendly a sight to the 
Bishop when he came, is missed here to-day. He is missed by 
all who have worshipped in thi.s church for many years past. 
A lonely man in many ways, the Church and her worship were 
very precious to Mr. Sherman. He served St. Paul's as senior 
warden faithfully. His end was in the peace of God. "So * grows

TheiiH are, dear brethren, hoibc of omt losses this year, 
to allude Bt last Council to losses of another kind — pei.iiniaij»^ 
loRWs — theiie are greater. IVe have lost men: troe. tried, si 
faat. Give iw meu and all tho other losseii can be supplied. 
Give the world men, give tho Churt'h men— world anil Chnrt* 
both have more money than either knows bow to wisely use. Both 
totter on, pitinble and poverty-stritiken for lack of men. 

I dttsire to call the attentloD of the Council to the matter of mis- j 
slonaryoblif^tions; Qnt to tho^e of our own diocese and sec- 
ond to oar obligations to the mitiHioDH of tho Geiieral Church. 

Upoa the whule wa liav« no cause to complain of our diocesan 
pledges and. tite war tbey are redeemed. I would, indeed. 
prater that the ndnaptioB et t hcue pledges should not be left till 
the Bishop oomea. Bot I do uot lutre to complain. 1 am Kiud 
to help. But a little more boldness on the part of the olei^y 
would Dot be blamable. 

Let me call the attention of the clergy to a peculiar coinci- 
dence. Four parishes lately found themselves vacant with the 
necCHsity of borrowing to pay up arrearages of salary. In 
each case the rector had failed to bring to the attention of his 
people their mi.ssicnary and diocesan obligations, presumably 
beciiu.se the payment of such obligations might, he thouf^ht, 
interfere with the payment of those due him. It is a mistake. 
.\ll these obligations ai-e bound together ; one is no more sacred 
than the other : and the minister who lets bis congregatioa get 
Into arrears in one set of obligalious will And it, and deservedly, 
in iiirears in the obligations due himself. 

Hut my desireespecially istocall attention to our duty toward 
the general mission of the Church. It must be remembered that 
we are indebted to the Board of Missions (or aid to a considerable 
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amount now, that we always have been, that there are very few 
of oar congregations that have not been beneficiaries of the 
General Board. It becomes our proper self-respect to repay such 
benefits to weaker fields. It is a sacred duty. You have many of 
you received the table of contributions listed by parishes and 
Dioceses of the amounts received by the Board of Missions dur- 
ing the past fiscal year. Mississippi proportionately is not the 
smallest contributor. But there are many congregations that 
have contributed nothing, and among these, for a wonder, some 
of the strongest, such parishes as St. James^ Greenville; Trinity, 
Natchez ; St. Paul, Woodville ; and Holy Trinity, Vicksburg. I 
am jealous for the honor of the diocese, and I am very sure you 
are, and in this matter I believe it is not meanness nor cupidity, 
but simply our usual 

EAST-GOING SOUTHERN WAY 

of putting things oS a little longer. Our people need, and I 
think would l:>e glad to have, information in detail about the 
missionary operations of the Church. The clergyman can do no 
better for his people nor satisfy the most earnest of them more 
than by instructing them intelligently in the needs, methods 
and conditions of our missionary work. 

I do not think myself called upon in a diocese like ours to 
direct attention to many things which may be of pressing inter- 
est in the larger Church. We are of one mind here, undisturbed 
by new things which coald have no meaning to our people — 
*the higher criticism,' so-called, for instance. We believe 
our Bible and our creed, and our Church's order. Our pressing 
questions are those which involve the advance of the work given 
us to do on our own ground. 

The power of preaching is great among our people. In this 
respect we are much behind the times— still a rural people whom 
clear, eloquent and persuasive human speech reaches to instruct 
and direct. Surely it is the duty of every minister to cultivate 
to the highest possible any natural gifts in that direction ; to take 
great care against offensive faults which may be entirely un- 
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known to him liotli iu readinR and speaking, by ooDsaltioff some 
juiIU-iuuB frieuii. aD(i to render himself effective in clear rradini; 
of the prayers nnd Ipssons, in their natural sense, aod in deliver- 
iiiK bin uiennai^e with earneRtncisH and power. There is Dotbiug 
small in the service of (lod ; no man is too old to laarn or too 
wixe to hiiv? the (.-hanK^ of a bad oid habit suggested. 

"Agtiin HDother power, and one also peculiar to our people 
which all the otflce seekers iinderMtaad. is that of personal 
kuowlerlRe and interest. Nothing will atone for absence of this. 
The lUergyniHii shonld also be a citizen, taking interest in his 
oomniiinltf, making the people know he is one of themselves, and 
being ready to addntss any one of them as friend and neighbor. 
I wish we had scholars ; but the most learned cloistered scholar 
wonlil be of nu u.se among ufi. The clergyman mast be a man 
among men first of nil, nnd neither the conscious dignitj of bin 
the weight of his learning must stand in the way of that, 
again. I muxt impress upon you the great edairc- 
ft of St. Thomas' Hall, which will soon clo^e another 
yenr. A urfat deal of devotion and alfoction lias gone 
into it, and a great deal of self-denial. Its prlnolpnl has refused, 
under strong iudiicementa, to leave the work. The diocese has 
done little for it, nnd it ought to do much. It is a center of mis- 
sionary work, A» It is of education. 

"And again, a word about another interest, our little diocesan 
paper, which has been removed to Jackson, and is more under my 
own e.ve. During the last few months it hoe been copied from 
into many other papers, even our most important, and so is 
making itself widely felt. The trouble is that nowhere in 
Mississippi can such a paper get the advertising support which is 
needed to make It independent, and which, like papers published 
in St. Louis or New Orleans, may command. It is another in- 
stance of the inconvenient lack of a city in our State. It must 
depend upon the subscription of its readers and the support of 
the diocese. 

" And now, dear brethren, I commeiid you in your counsels and 
labors to the wisdom which is from nbove, to all long-suffering 
charity and brotherly love, and the peace whicti passetb 
understanding."

PROPOSED CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. The Church in the Diocese uf Mississippi ac- 
iwledges the authority uf the protestant Episcopal Church 
Me Uuited States of America. 



ARTICLE II. 

Of tb^ Diocesan Council. 

Section 2. There siiall be lield annually a Council of the 
irch in this Diocese, at such time and place as may liave been 
d by the preceedinj? Council. Special meetings of the Coun- 
shall be called by the Hisliop wlien, in his judgment, the 
d of the Church requires it, or when the Standing Commit- 
sliall request it ; and, in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate. 
Standing Committee shall, within (K) days of such vacancy, 
a special Council. When a special Council is so called, it 
11 be the duty of the Secretary, in giving notice tliereof, to 
:!ify the business and purposes for which it is to be assem- 
1, and no other business shall be transacted than that which 
lius specified, or necessarially connected with it. 

Sec. 3. When, on account of the prevalence of any epi- 
lic or infectious disease, or for any other grave cause, it shall 
thought imprudent or inconvenient to hold the Council at 
place or at the time appointed, the Ecclesiastical Authority 
^ change the same, giving notice to each Minister, Parish 
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and Missitm of the Diocese >)y circular letters, mailed at least 
fourteen days before the time of meeting. 

Sec. 4. The Council shall be composed of Clerjrymen and 
Laymen. Every Cler^'yman of the Church, canonicaly resident 
in the Diocese for six moiHhs prior to the Session of the Coun- 
cil, shall ha entitled to a seat in the same, and ft is hereby 
made his duty to attend its deliberations. 

Sec:. T). Every Parish in union with the Council shall Ik' 
entitled to send to the Council deletjates, not exceeding; three, 
and every organized Mission in union with this Council one 
deleij^ate, who shall remain in otTice until the sitting of the next 
Annual Council, the Parisli or Missicm to have the power of till- 
ing any vacancies wliich may occur. Tlie certificate of appoint- 
ment signed by the Wardens or parish Clerk, or the Clerk or 
Missionary in charge of the Mission, shall, before admission to a 
seat, be laid before the Council : Provided, that no i)erson vShall 
be couiiR'tcnt to serve as a delegati; unless he be a male Commu- 
nicant of twenty years of age, of good standing in the Parish or 
Mission wliicli lio rrpivseiits, and who has received the Coniiniiti- 
inii once, :it t lie least, in tiif year i)rvcecdiiig his election, (from 
Easier to Easter.) The delegation from each Parish shalllM' 
entitled, on a division l)y Orders, to l)u:one vote. The Council 
shall be the .iu(lp:e of the (|ualiticatioris of its members. 

Skc. (■». The [iK'mbers of the Council i)resent. c:»nsist ing of 
not les-i than live C'lerjzymeii and Dde^Mtes from tive Parishes, 
shall ('oust itut<' a <iuorum to tran-^act the regular business of 
the Council. ))Ut a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 
The Cler}«^v and Deh-^Mtes siiall deliberate in one body, and vote 
a.s sucii, ex<M'i)t wIh'Ii a division is called for, in which case a 
concurrence of botii Orders siiall ))e necessary to carry any 
measure. 

Skc. 7. The l;i>lion of t h«' DIotsc sIimII he r.vojficio tin* 
President of t he Council : but during a vacancy in the Episco- 
l>ate. or in the absence or inability of the IJishop of the l)ioce>e 
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or IMshop Co-adjuster, tlie President of the Standing Commit- 
tee shall preside, or in his absence the members shall elect a 
President from among the Presbyters; Provided, the Council 
may, in case of such a vacancy, invite the Bishop of any other 
Diocese to preside over the deliberations of the Council. 



ARTICLE III. 

Of t\)e Election of a Bishop. 

Section 8. The election of a Bishop or Bishop Co-adjuster 
shall be had in an Annual Council ; or in a special Council called 
for that purpose, at least sixty days before the time appointed ; 
due notice thereof by the Ecclesi<astiC2il Authority being given 
to every Clergyman and every Vestry of the Diocese. 

Sec. 9. The election shall be conducted in the following 
manner : The Clergy shall retire and vote by ballot for some 
person canonically qualitied to put into the otlice of Bishop or 
Bishop Co-adjuster. A majority of the Clergy present shall de- 
termine the choice. 

The Clergy shall return and report their choice to the Coun- 
cil. Thereupon the Lay Members shall retire, and if a majority 
of the Lay Members, voting by Parishes and by b^illot, confirm 
the choice of the Clergy, the person thus chosen shall be declared 
In open Council, by the President, duly elected; Provided, 
That, in all cases of the election of a Bishop or Co-adjuster 
JVishop, if there should not be present in the Council two-thirds 
of all the Clergy entitled to vote in the same and delegations 
from two-thirds of all the Parishes entitled to representation, 
tlien two-thirds of the votes of each Order present shall be nec- 
essary to determine the choice. 

Sec. 10. In case of the absence or inability (»f the Bishop, 
the duties assigned to him bv this Constitution, or by the Can-

Tlic CDiineil Mbnll alAO elect a So'^retary, u Treas- 
urer, a Registrar and nuch other Illocesan ofHcent as may be re- 
ijuired. Tbeir tenn of ofHec and the dutiex pertaining thereto 
shall bedellned by Canon. 

Sec. 13. All election of offlceni sliull be by ballot, unless 
the iHillot if. dispenited with by unanlmnus consent nf the Cimu- 
cll, A majority of both Ordprs sliall bo necessary to elect* 

Sec. 14. All officers shall hold over until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 15. AllDlocesanOtllcersshall have aseat In the Coun- 
cil, and the right to speak on matters relating to their respect- 
ive otHces, but shall not have the right to vote. 

ARTICLE V. 

Parisljes and Missions. 

Section 16. This Constitution recognizes, as In union with 
the C<mncil, Ihe Parishes and Organized Missions enumerated In 
the report by the Registrar, to the Council of 18fl6, and ap- 
proved by that Council. Provision shall be madecanouically, 
for the reducing to the grade of Organized Missions such Par- 
Isbei u a»j, front time to time, cease to be self-supportiD?, and 
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for the raising to tlie j?rade of Parishes such Missi(ms as may be- 
come entitled thereto. 

Sec. 17. The Council may admit new Parishers and Mis- 
sions into union with it; Provided, they shall have presented to 
tlie Council evidence of their compliance with the canonical re- 
quirements concerning organization. 

Sec. 18. The Council shall have power to assess the l*ar- 
ishes and Missions in union with it, for the necessary expenses 
of the Diocese. 

Sec. 19. Any Parish or Mission may, for cjiuse specified by 
Canon, be suspended from representation in the Council, by a 
vote of two-thirds of each Order. The Council may also, by a 
like vote, restore to such Parish or Mission its Conciliar privi- 
leges. The suspension aforesiad shall not absolve the l^arish or 
Mission fnmi its obligations to the Council. 



ARTICLE VI. 

Of AroeQdments to t\)e Constitution. 

Section 20. This Constitution shall not be amended by any 

Council, unless the proposed amendment, in writing, shall have 

been submitted to and approved by a previous Council, nor un- 
less at it« final adoption it shall receive the v(»tes dt a majority 
of each Order, voting separately by ballot, and be approved by 
the Bishop for final Judgment. 



ARTICLE VII. 



Section 21. All articlesof any previous Constitution of the 
Church in this Diocese, are hereby repealed, and this Constitu- 
tion shall g(» into effect as soon as adopted. 



ARTIKLE Yin. 

Of the Mode of flmeodiog the CaQons. 

Section 22. No alterations in the Canons shall be made, 
unless presented in the Council on one day, and adopted hv a 
majority of both Orders on a day thereafter, and approved by 
the Bishop before Hoal adjourumeot.

The Seventieth Annual Council of the Church in the Dio- 
cese of Mississippi met in St. Andrew's Church this day at 11 
o'clock. 

After morning prayer, said by the Rev. Irenaeus Trout 
and the Rev. C. D. Brown, the Bishop proceeded to celebrate 
Holy Communion, Rev. Dr. Harris serving as Deacon, and 
the Rev, Peter G. Sears being preacher of the Council sermon. 

The Council was called to order by the Bishop. The 
certified Clergy roll was called by the Secretary of the last 
Council, when fifteen priests answered to their names. 

The chair appointed the Rev. Eben Thompson and the 
Rev. C. D. Brown to be the Committee on Credentials of Lay 
Delegates. 

This committee reported a roll of such delegates, which, 
being called, showed delegates present from thirteen Parishes 
and two Missions. Whereupon the chair declared a quorum 
present, and the Council proceeded to the election of its Secre- 
tary.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF 
THE CHURCH. 

After carelully examining the very loosely and carelessly 
prepared reporta from the various Parishes, we find that the 
list ot commiinicante is much iarper than it was last year, doi 
BO ma<;h from tlip (growth of the present year, as from the 
failure nf the Parishes to report last year. 

It is a matter of impossibility for your conimittt^e to liDii 
o)it from tlic parochial reports the exact number of commuD 
icants in tbe Diocei^e. 

The reports, as far as they go, which is not very far. 
show about :{40<l communicants, but it is easy to see from tbe 
reports tberoselvea, poorly made as they are, that the numlier 
is really much larger. 

Your committee would call special attention to this matter 
of parochial reports, Tt is tbe only method we have for aacer- 
t«ining the niimerittil and financial strength nf the Diocese 
It IS tbe method the Council itself has adopted, and Clergymen 
add Parishes and Mission Stations are required by caoon Vo 
ollow this method and report correctly. 

It is shameful to see how these parochial reports are 
butchered und made unmtelligible and useless. 

For example, many of the reports iireaent«d this year 
etate that a certain number of communicants were reported 
Inst year, when a reference to the reports of last year sbow 
that an entirely different number was reported. This shoold 
not be, and the clergy and ofihRrs who may have to prepare 
tbeae reports should be required to make them correctly, go 
that the Council may learn tbe true state of each Parish and 
Mission Station. Tt is something that cannot he neglected 
without a violation of sacred duty upon the part of some one. 
witbont disrespect to the Council, without injury to the Pu- 
iflheH themeelveB. 
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The amount of money raised for all purposes is very much 
larger than it was last year, but exactly how much larger we 
are unable to say. Many of the blanks on tbe financial side of 
the report are not filled out at all, while many others are so 
badly filled tbat it will require, not the hard labor of a most 
painstaking Secretary, but as well, the aid of a Philadelphia 
lawyer — a Jackson lawyer wouldn't do — to straighten them 
out. 

But even in these badly made reports we find one most 
hopeful sign, the really most hopeful si^n we see in all the 
field, because it is a real sign. The Parishes seem to be wak- 
ing up to the fact that debts are bad things to have, and are 
liquidating them as fast as possible. This to your committee 
is a sign of -spiritual life and growth, tar more real than gush- 
ing reports and exhibitions of zeal and love for God, which are 
very cheap and unreal things. There can be little true spirit- 
uality in dishonesty, be it ever 90 gushing, and your committee 
hail with pleasure this exhibition of honesty on the part of the 
Parishes of the Diocese, as an evidence of real growth. And we 
earnestly trust that this growth may be abundant, not only ex- 
tending to all the Parishes, but producing in all a due and equal 
regard for all creditors. It is honest and right to pay the 
creditor who has the power to make you pay him, but it is also 
dishonest not to pay the one who has not that power. 

We tear that many Parishes disregard this truth. Debts 
that they owe to the Diocese are not regarded as debts that 
they owe to individuals and corporations. They make a dis- 
tinction in favor of those creditors who can make them p$iy, 
and hence at the end of each fiscal year there is a large deficit 
to be met in some way by the Council. A due regard to hon- 
esty would almost wipe out the long delinquent list in the hands 
of the Treasurer. For nearly every one of them could be paid 
and would be paid if Parishes could realize the fact thflt they 
are honest debts, which, in the sight of Grod, should be paid. 

Your committee would much rather like to report a healthy 
state of things in the Diocese, but truth forbids. In many 
places there are hopeful signs, but the field, which is a large 
one, is still unoccupied. Many parts of it, once occupied, are 
almost abandoned. As a Diocese, we are still living, for we 
still grow, but we cannot faithfully be said to be in a lively state. 
All of us, clergy and Panshes,need to be aroused, so that we may 
x^iae the magnitude of the great work which Ood has given 
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US to do. We are too litrgely waiting for Diem to do this 
work. He baa put ua faero to do It, und if it is ever done, <*b 
muBt do it. We hvvi- miicli to enounnifie lis id the beautiful 
spirit uf harmonv that exiNls in the Uiouetm. We are at pence 
among ouraelvfs. thnuk fii^i. There iBlitprnlly not a single 
element of diawirfl in the Diocese, We are dwelling; tocetjier 
in unity; and the relations iwtireen thp iilerjry and laity i» 
somethinf; beanliriil to Ix-hoM.

RKPORT OF THK TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL 
FUND AND CHURCH PROPKRTY. 

The Trustees of the Episcopal F'nnd and Cburcb Property 
rospectfullv report as follows. 

As heretofore reported, the Trustees held the note of Mrs. 
S. J. H. Green, dated March 11, 1893, for 12,489.66, with 
interest from date at the rate of ten per ceni per annum; also 
her note for $325, given January 1, 1894, both of these notes 
being secured by trust deed on lots 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 
Speed's addition to the city of Vicksburg, Warren county, 
Mississippi. Mrs. Green was also indebted to the Trustees on 
account of money advanced to pay the taxes on these lots. 
She was unable to pay the mdebtedness. and having no other 
pro|)ertv, she .-igreed, :ifler the Trustees had indulged her a 
long time, to execute a deed in fee to the Trustees in consider- 
ation of a personal release from liability, and a warranty deed 
waB accordingly executed May 18. 1896, which deed is of 
record in the office of the Chancery Clerk of Warren county, in 
book 84, page 64. This compromise the Trustees felt author- 
ized to make under a previous resolution of the Council, By 
consummating: it, they obtained title to the encumbered property 
without the cost of foreclosure, which would have fallen npon 
the Diocese, as the debtor had no other property or means of 
payment. The title to these lots is considered good, and the 
Trustees believe that the property can be made available for 
the full amount of the indebtedness for which it was taken. 

The Trustees have heretofore reported a loan to Miss 
Nannie R. Hooper of Aberdeen, Miss. This debt was secured 
by trust deed on certain lots in the city of Aberdeen, and on 
Certain other property in Monroe ooonty, and the Trnstee^ ali(b

This security iaoousidered aa aViso- 
Intely good as tile dt!bt is now only f lijon, ami it is rstitnated 
that the improvements on the lot are worth Qinch mort^ than 
the amouuL o( the debt. Rut tUia dfbt of Misa Hooper ia also 
secured by the trust deed on the other |>roperty in Monroe 
county and liy the notes of one Wallior and one Moore for 
$800 given for pari, of this land and ansifincd to tiie Trustees 
as additional security. Resides the Donelson notes for tliKW 
as above, and the notes of Wallier and Moore, we still have 
the liability of Miss Hooper for }4l>0 for this balance of flOttli. 
and as stated, the security is considered al)soluleIj" good. 

As authorized by the Council, the TruRtees made a sale of 
the Dry Grove place (not including church site and eemetery 
lot) to K. M. MlUdiell for $500. Of this sum the purchaser 
paid $250 cash, and gave his two notes, dated January 1, 
1897, for $125 enc'i, due at one and two years respectively. 
with eight per cent IntTest from date, these notes secured hy 
lien on the property. This was the l>est disposition we could 
make of the property. 

The Trustees also sold the w^., s. w^ sec. 9, T. 19, R. 2 
B (part of tbe Bailey land) in Carroll county, Mississipoi. 
this land was sold to -I. D. Johnton for tl50 cash and two 
aot«s for $80 each, dated January 6. 1S97. duo at one and 
two years respectively, with ten per cent interest from date, 
secured by lien on the property. 

We regret to report that all hope of reali^.ing on what is 
known as the Strother loan and the McParland loan has vu- 
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ished. The laQds apon the security of which these loans were 
made by former Trustees have been sold under judgments 
against Frederick Speed which were prior liens thereon, and 
the Trustees consider the debts uncollectible. 

At a sale made by the sheriff of Warren county, Missis- 
sippi, on January 4, 1897, under execution in favor of certain 
judgment creditors of Frederick Speed, the following lots in 
Speed's addition to the city of Vicksburg were bought in by 
G. W. Howard at the following prices: Lot 83, for $83, lot 
90, for $75; lot 125, for $51. 

The sheriff has executed deeds of conveyance which have 
been placed upon record . These lots were purchased by Dr. 
Howard, one of the Trustees, with a view to giving the Trus- 
tees the benefit of his purchase, and he has offered and now 
offers to execute a deed to the Trustees for the benefit of the 
Diocese upon being reimbursed the amount paid out by him, 
the total of which is $209. The lots so sold under execution 
against Frederick Speed are embraced in the trust deed given 
by J. T. Strother to the former Trustees May 15, 1893, but 
which was withheld from record and was not filed for record 
by the Trustee who made the loan until Apoil 29, 1895, all of 
which has been heretofore reported. So it is that the security 
to the Diocese has proved worthless. In order to recoup the 
loss to some extent, it is recommended that the trustees be 
authorized to pay the said sum of $209 to Dr. Howard and 
accept a conveyance of the lots. The Trustees are advised 
that the title acquired at the sheriff's sale is good. 

The Trustees still have on hand the books taken for the 
debt against Rev. I. N. Marks, and they again ask for instruc- 
tions as to the best mode of disposing of the same. 

The present Trustees remind the Council that they have 
had turned over to them and now hold the receipts of the for- 
mer treasurer of the Diocese for the following amounts: 
$600, dated August 25, 1884, and $600, dated May 23, 1890. 
These receipts specify that they are given for money borrowed 
by the Council or the Diocese from the Trustees and the first 
recites that the amount is to bear interest at the rate of 8 per 
cent per annum. What will the Council do about this? 

A question has arisen among the Trustees as to the author- 
itv or power of the Council to control or use the funds in their 
hands as specified in the foregoing receipts, it being stated 
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that the money wna l)orTowed ami used for the purpose of pay- 
ing tlie Riahop's salary. A like i|uestioD has arisea ae to the 
power of the CouDcil to asaesathe Trustees for this {>ur|K>se or 
for the benefil of the Contingent Fund. Before pajnng anj 
such assessments, the Tnislees insist that the question of their 
authority Ui do so shall be deftnitely and explicitly settled by 
the Council. 

We submit herewith the account of the Treasurer of the 
TruBt«eB showing in detail receipts and disbursements. Aa 
will be seen, the item of t4.(i40 represents the purchase of 
114,500 Mississippi interest bearing, non-tasable bonds, par 
chaaed at a slight premium. Thewe bonds are now worth more 
than was paid for them,and the investment is considered good.

The report was adopted and the recommeodatioDs were 
agreed to. 



By Rev, Dr. Logan: 

Resolved, That the Treaanrer ot the Diocese be aatbor- 
ized, upon recommeDdation of the Finuice Committee, to set- 
tle the accounts of all Parishes and Missions in urreare upon 
such basis as may. upon careful examination into the circnm- 
stances of each case, be deemed proper. 

The resolution was adopted. 

By Rev. Dr. Harris: 

Resolved, That authority is bei-eby granted to tbe Tras- 
teen of the Episcopal Fund and Church Property to execute a 
deed of trust on the realty in the town of Clarksdale, Missis- 
nlppi, owned by them tn secure certain promissory notes not 
to exceed one thousand dollars, of the Wardensof St. Oeoige'i 
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Protestant Episcopal Cbarch at Clarksdale, of such maturity 
and with such terms and covenants as said Trustees may ap- 
prove. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The Committee on Unfinished Business, Rev. Wm. T. 
Howe, Chairman, reported no business unfinished. 

After prayers said and benediction given by the Bishop, 
the Seventieth Annual Council of the Diocese adjourned, sine 
die.

The rifteenth Annual Address 

— ()F THE— 

Rt. Rev. HUGH MILLERTH0MP80M,m.LL.D 

Brefhren and Fathers: 

I greet you in the name of the Lord and welcome you to 
the Seventieth Annual Council of the Diocese of MissisBlppi. 

Threescore and ten are the Psalmist's measure of man's 
life. If one live to those years he is counted an old man. 

In the life of the Church of God seventy years are but as 
a day that has passed. 

Into such a short time many men's short lives have gone. 
The individual passes, the institution remains. In building 
the Institution the workman laya down his tools, and retires to 
his accounting. His name may become forgotten, all his 
memory an uncertain shadow. — Only his work remains — for 
good or ill his work abides m the life of the deathless Institu- 
tion. 

This th6ught encourages, and it saddens. — So large is the 
work, so small the workman, and yet whatsoever work he 
does, being where it is, remains for his reward or condemna- 
tion. 

One cannot help moralizing on the anniversaries that mark 
epochs. It is better one should not try. For the thoughts 
are wholesome which linger about the shortness and uncer- 
tainty of a life which has such tremendous issues. 

We come to the duties of this session m the conviction 
that our wise or unwise action^ our truth or oar unfaithf olneas, 
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b«caus(^ dealing with a defLtliless Institution, aball b« etTcc-tivi' 
for good or for evil when ceDluries have piLSBcd away. 

I can never feel that a Diocesan Council is like anv com- 
mon gathering for discnseioH, flere should be suppression of 
pride, ambition, self-opinion, and self-conceit. Patience, re- 
spect for others, gontle words and gentle thoughts should be 
in the air. And these last, and I feel it cveiy day as the swift 
years pass, are the strongest. 

Tho year that has gone haa been like those before. In our 
work here the round may seem monotonous. — About so many 
things to cheer us, and about so many to dishearten. — It is the 
old story that we repeat at every Council. 

From our short clergy liat bus disappeared the name of the 
Rev. William II. Cai>er8, who after many weary months of 
pain, and under much stress of nsirrow circuuiatances and fail- 
ing health, worked on among us to the last, and then, at Crys- 
tal Springs, passed to his rest. 

The circumstances of tbe case brought strongly to mv 
mind once icort' ttie sure nogiect of the church for disabled 
clergy and those they leave behind. It ie pitiful, and it is bit- 
terly unjust. la there no voice among ua strong enough to 
waken, in this matter, the sleeping conscience of tbe Church? 

I have transferred the Rev. Qeo.L.Neide to West Missouri; 
the Rev. Henry 8. Hartly, D. D., to the Diocese of Guiana, 
West Indies; the Rev. J. K. Karcher, to Illinois; the Rev, 
Thomas E. WinecoIT to North Carolina. 

The Rev. R. G. Hamilton and the Rev. James M. Magra- 
der, who are working out of the Diocese, have not asked for 
letters. The Rev, A, T. DeLearsey also remains upon our list, 
hut has not reported to me. 

T have received from Louisiana the Rev. Albert Martin, 
who has !>ecome Rector of Trinity, Yazooiand, from Tennes- 
see, the Rev, Irena^ua Trout, who has taken charge of Como, 
Hernando, Sardis and Batesville. 
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We have thns lost from our active clergy list of last year, 
one by death and three by removal, and have added three. 

Our clergy list carries, besides the Bishops, thirty names. 
Ot these, twenty-five only are doing active duty in the Dio- 
cese — a very small number for the work, and yet it is hard for 
many reasons to keep up the staff to any higher number. 

The vacancies are sore burdens. Aberdeen has been va- 
cant for a year, nearly. Macon also. Indeed, I find the east 
side of the diocese most discouraging in this respect. I am 
helpless in the face of a condition for which I am quite unable 
to account. There were three clergymen at work on the line 
of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad when I first traveled it. 
For short periods there have been four. There are now two. 
And yet a half dozen points on the line are desirous of Church 
ministrations, which, however, they can have only when places 
like Aberdeen and Macon are supplied. I have received from 
some zealous ladies at West Point, who are completing our lit- 
tle church building there, a sort of memorial to this Council 
calling for attention to their condition in the matter of services 
and asking help for that side of the State generally, which it 
seems to them is greatly neglected. The truth is, no portion 
of the State has had more missionary work and money spent 
upon it than this. 

I confess the condition is beyond me. 1 wish some wise 
man would arise and explain. I have certainly not spared 
myself in the matter. But if it be my fault, I am ready to 
bear the blame. 

Canton also has been some time vacant, and yet the town 
is growing, and ever3'thing seeras to be moving on except the 
religious life. 

There is also a vacancy at Greenwood, which I had hoped 
was filled, and now the circuit of which it is the centre is again 
without services, and at a time when the people of Lexington 

are about to re-build St. Mary's which was burned.

kit is not ilepresHion nor discouragement all along Ibe line. 
..Advance ia made this year as usual. 
I hare officiated in the old ruinous Church of the Epiph- 
any, rehabilated as a new church in Hermanville. I oongivt- 
ulate the CaithtuI niisaionary, and the xeal and wisdom of the 
flock iu this movement. 

The new life which ia thrilling through this Pariah where 
we are aeaeuihled, has been a matter of great encouragemenl to 
me. It must be to you all, for it is clearly evident to you all. 
St. Andrew's gives every protuise wf having entered upon a 
new career of power and importance, such as its commanding 
position in the capital of the Stat« has demanded. The con- 
gregations I saw here on Sunday last, the intense interest in 
the dignified and solemn services, the hushed attention to the 
w'irds 9[K)ken, tin- riTiKirkoblp flaws rtiTilirnied, :iM imlicate, if 
there be evidence in facts, that the church is presenting her- 
self to men in her true breadth of liberty and old conserva- 
lism of stately dignity and living aggressiveness, which are 
hep's alone, as we all know, but which we so often fail to re- 
veal to others. 

If the energetic young rector does nut break under bis 
high strain, and is not worn down by the parasitism of the half- 
dead who will drain the life of the intensely living, all, by 
God's blessing, will be well. 

There has been always noble work done in every year of 
the seventy years of Mississippi. Under discouragement, un- 
der prejudice, under heavy stress ami sore strain often— 
always, I may say — and such work is doing now. 

There are reasons why at this Council I should write it 
down for testimony — if any ignoront judgment should pot 
itself in words or any shallow babble of chattering, criticism, 
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should gain a hearing — It is my deliberate conviction, and 1 
think my life has given me some judgment of men — the clergy 
of Mississippi have been always the peers of those of any Dio- 
cese in the Church, and, omitting the Bishop, of course, I dare 
to record, that to-day, in intellectual ability, as well as in zeal 
and faithfulness and godliness, they need not shame to stand 
beside any clergy of any Diocese in the Church of God. 

And of the laymen and women I equally do not hesitate 

to record that among none I have ever known did I find more 

helpfulness, of steadfast faith, and humble piety, of love for 
Church and faith and loyalty to both, than I as Bishop of Mis- 
sissippi, have found at home. 

We are flooded and drowned and called to bear a burden of 
loss — many of us — not only of the present good and of the 
future hope, but also to shoulder the burden of the helpless 
people on our hands, and yet the unconquerable will of the 
resolute race, with faith in itself, in duty and in God, rises to 
the occasion and smiles in the face of disaster. It gives a man 
higher faith in human nature, to look over our drowned square 
miles to-day, and makes the Bishop a little proud of the daunt- 
less congregations of the Delta. 

He confesses to a nervous anxiety, when away from home 
fulfilling a duty in an eastern city, he read the dispatches in 
the daily news sheets. He was impatient to return. He cut 
his stay short and came home, and when he came the high 
courage which faced the trouble, and the generous cheer and 
help which the strong were giving to the weak, made him 
proud of his people and home. 

So I, no more than my people, am going to be swamped 
by discouragements. Let us carry into our church work the 
indomitable determination with which we face the floods of a 
continent. Let us be in Religion as gallant as in business. 

I turn to some examples which we name with reverence 
and love to-night — Our loss! yes, but their exceeding gain.

As gentleman, as Christiau, as Churchman, as man of 
alTnira, as a scholar refined and accurate, as bearing nolily an 
honored name of long decent. 

■■None knew liim but to I'lve him. 
Nor nameil hiitj \i\n to praise." 

We drop out tears on the grasses of his grave, embalm 
his memory in our hcnrtB, and write liis name high among 
those who have illustrated the church life of this Diocese and 
held aloft the high ideas of our ancestral Faith and order. 

Another loss which your Dishop personally feels and 
while he lives must feel, is of that stalwart gentleman and gen- 
erous Churchman, Major Frank Hawkins of Winona, the 
abundant and genial hospitalities of whose typical home so 
many of the clergy have enjoyed, and which was a home of 
rest tn the Bishop. 

In Major Hawkins one discerned a striking example of 
what the physiologists call " the purest of type." 

He was in direct descent from that Sir .lohn Hawkins, 
Port Admiral of Plymouth, who was playing bowlea on PIv- 
mouth Hoe with his cousin Sir Francis Drake, when tbe Scotch 
fishing smack brought the news of the Armada entering the 
Channel. " Finish the game, Fraiiky,' said Jack, *> we'll hare 
plenty of time to Iwal the Spanian) after. ' 
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They found a new Devonshire across the sea with many of 
their kindred, one branch of brave Jack's family, and called 
it Granville County, after that Sir Richard Granville who 
fought in the little Revenge ** for a day and a night," a whole 
Spanish fleet off the Azores. Sir Richard, another cousin of 
Hawkins, and in the New Land the old blood showed itself 
and the Hawkinses of North Carolina distinguished themselves 
in all positions for the downright honesty, manfulness and 
square dealing, which marked the great Port Admiral of Ply- 
mouth, who built his ships so true, and did his admirals work 
so well, that his cousin Drake's ship went round the world, 
captured a dozen Spanish -American towns and as many Span- 
ish-American ships, and sailed after two years into Plymouth 
harbor lon'led with 50,000,000 of treasure, and not a plank 
started nor a rope rotten. 

I used to think I could see still in ray friend, the Missis- 
sippi planter, the very cheery face, the manly frankness, the 
genial, brave good humour, and the honest faith in men and 
God, that made the grand old Admiral, his ancestor, one of the 
world's heroes, ** in the spacious days of Great Elizabeth." 

To pass to the losses which the whole church in the coun- 
try has sustained, I must mention at least two. 

**My master is taken from my head to-day." The Rev. 
William Adams of Nashotah, <*has gone beyond these voices 
where is peace. " Venerable in years and honored by long ser- 
vice, he was for many years and* in man}- ways, the foremost 
Priest in the American Church. Certainly none in my time, 
approached him in ample learning, in the gift of natural gen- 
ius, or in the power of influencing young minds. What has 
been said of another great teacher, can be truly said of him: 
" There is nothing you need to make a university, but a log 
in the woods, William Adams on one end of it, and a row ot 
young men strung along down to the other," 

After forty-seven years, the glowing face, the flashing 
^yes, the restless impetuous movements, the voice quivering 
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with intense feeling, as he delivered Lis lecture, in LLe meagre 
iittle room at Niisliotiili, tn tlio flaas reading Pearson c 
Creed, when we came to tUe words: "I belitve in the Holy 
Ghost," a(ter all these years I aay. the man and the scene are 
as vivid to me as if they were of yesteniay. 

That lecture Tiade us know our ■' Master," revealed the 
profound faith an i th*! tender and miense spiritual life, which 
lay Ivehjw the leirning, genius, wit and humor which flashed 
upon the surface, and half concealed the man from those who 
did not know him and could not understand. 

For he was thoroughly misunderstood hy the average 
common place clGr^j'man. I think. Only we who sat at bis 
feel could know him well, and theu only the ck'ct souls 
among us fully, (.treat laymen always knew him. 

It need to make me smile to read or hear the babble pro 
and cou, alxiut Father Confessors, "Sacramental confession." 
aud the rest of it. and find yonng fledgling priests eager to hear 
confessions, and deal in their crudities, without training, wis- 
dom, or experience in the inmost penetralia of ihe sacred 
human personality; and to know as I did and had tried, that 
he needed to use jio arguments and support no theories, but 
was ordained by nature and God's high grace, a strong soul to 
lean on aud trust in and "open ' one's " griefs to" in true 
confession and deep revealing. 

He struck the first uote in many an advance which the 
church has made since I can remember. He was always u 
leader and when it cost something to lead. The eyes were the 
eyes of the Seer. 

He has left bis mark for all days upou the Amencaa 
Church. From the woods and waters of his Western cloister 
the missionary, the saint, the scholar, the genius, (and the 
Prophet to many a brave, but doubt tossed soni), sent a voice 
of dear, ringiue cheer and onwardnetf, to the church of his 
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adoption, and to which he gave all — his life — its humility and 

faith. *' All for love and nothing for reward." 

** Another beacon light blown out above us, 
Another buoy-bell stilled upon the Sea." 

Some worthy and able hand, I trust, will write out the 
story of this man's life. He is one of those who loom larger 
as he stands apart from us. He was utterly incomprehensible 
to the church Philistine. The smug conventional parson in M. 
B. waistcoat and the proper clerical coat was apt to be puzzled 
by him, as he well might be. If as is unhappily sometimes 
the case he hadn't under the M. B. waistcoat and the *< clerical 
tie," a single verse of the Greek Testament or a solitary letter 
of the Hebrew alphabet, he would venture to express his start- 
ling conviction, that **Dr. Adams is eccentric." So the eagle 
is, to the sparrow, very eccentric no doubt, and whole clouds 
of sparrows have chattered sparrow chatter about William 
Adams, living and dead. 

Farewell! great brave child like soul, true genius, and gen- 
tle heart! thank God for his true servant's noble life! I name 
him among the great, saintly scholars of the past, and leave 
him. 

'*One of the simple great ones gone." 

Among the class of 1854, in the General Theological Sem- 
inary (which was the most distinguished class ever graduated 
in that seminary before or since,) was Arthur Cleveland Goxe, 
William Adams of Dublin University, the present Bishop of 
Quincy, and others. 

The career of the second Bishop of Western New York 
was that of Poet, Priest, Scholar and Bishop. 

No man could possess and manifest more varied and lofty 
gifts. Brought up among the strictest sect of Presbyterian- 
ism, son of one of the most distinguished Presbyterian clergy- 
men ever known in the country, Arthur Cleveland Coxe, as a 
college student, reading, thinking, brooding over it all, de- 
vout and pious from his birth, in early manhood returned to 
the faith of his fathers, indeed, the distinguished Presby- 
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teriwi Divine, Dr. Cose, »i»w oH «f liia fwuily return to tlie 
arme of tlie cburcb one or Iwo ftberraol goneralions had abM- 
doned . 

lU'redity will nut l>e Iriflod with, and <i/««wwi or -'rever- 
Bion to type" is a. pronount-ed Hnd nclive favlor In heredity. 

But if we aci«unt for Mm tact of the rctarn of ao many 
cliUdreo of determiiiml and lixt'd I'reBhytwHiin and others 
from the faith nf their fuUiera to the faith of their granil- 
fntliera, it ia marvclloiia how the old vhuruh strains crap out 
in unexpected quarters and the church, great gran '1 -mother. 
calls ber Methodist or Baptist descendant imperatively Iwck to 
the faith of their race. 

In explaining the number, and the many times startlint; 
unexpectedness of coovorsioDS to the church, we have not 
given sufHcient thought to the scientific reason that chnrtii* 
manship is in the blood and bones of the oMmI, best and moat 
cultured of Anglo-Saxons, that dissent from th« race taitb and < 
church ia, in any form, only of yesterday, and that the IftV 
nf atflvistn is a sure scientific law. 

Une cannot otherwise account, for instance, for the fact 
that the descendants of the Winthrops, the Salton-Stalls and 
the other original Puritans of New England are ao aniversally 
church people to-day. 

So it was entirely according to law, that young Coze, the 
SOD of a distinguished, set and satisfied Calvinistic Doctor of 
Divinity should step over his father's aberration and embrace 
the faith and order of his grand, or great-grandfather 

At all events be did it, entered Holy Orders, was faithful 
Deacon, Priest and Bishop, and left behind him one of the 
most honored and distinguished memoriea in our cbnrch. For 
learning, for genius, for pnre lofty life, for plain living and 
high thinlcing, for loyalty to the purest ideals, I venture to say 
no man in the history of our country ever excelled Bishop 
Ooxe. lie was as enthusiastically, impaaeionedly Americni', 
as the first BiaUop Doaoe. I saw him wildly cbeeriDg like a 
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boy, last June, when the flag was raised to float, henceforth 
forever, I trust, on the campus at Hobart College. He loved 
the United States so intensely that be couldn't endure the idea 
of losing from the Union one acre of Texas or one bursted 
levee of Mississippi ! He loved the flag so well, that it made 
bim, in Baltimore, sick to imagine that one argent star could 
perish from the azure canton. But if that star were Mary- 
land? he would have died I think! 

Here is heredity again! The Cleveland name he bore 
from the ** spindle side,'* takes us back to the revolutionary 
days, to Washington's military family, to the common ances- 
try with a great ex-president, to the intensely English and 
therefore intensely American feeling which is not understood 
save by those who can read and understand, 

"Great mother of the lion line, 
Be proud of these tierce whelps of thine. 
Who wrenched their rights from thee." 

From 3'oung manhood, when first I met him, I had learned 

to love and honor Bishop Coxe. The feeling grew with my 

years, and with the fact that the men I loved loved him, 

Adams, his classmate, and, in the South, the two Wilmers, my 

own Bishop of Louisiana, and my revered brother, the Bishop 

of Alabama. 

But, indeed, I always felt ^s if Bishop Coxe's life were 
wrongly ordered. It was not, of course, I am speaking from 
the side of human ignorance. But why should we want to cut 
blocks with a razor? Why should genius be shackled by the 
routine of Episcopal visitations, and learning and poetry find 
their activities in laying hands on people's heads, and preach- 
ing in smoky school houses? 

One cannot but feel that a plain, commonplace, industri- 
ously tramping gentleman, would have made quite as effective 
and a far more appreciated and understood Bishop of Western 
New York, and that song consecrated, and to be echoed for all 
time, was cboked by the dull routine of a work which any 
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hnoMl, eaiiioBt man coul.l ily m well as Artliiir t'k-velnml 
Ooxel

Second. Nobody can be found, among our communion 
who ever asked his opinion on the subject. None of us care 
two straws. His pronunciamcnto was a piece of pure imperti- 
nence. If he were ucling as a court, llie court had nocaae be- 
fore it. 

Third. The iverformance itself if it does not overlhrtiw 
the fancy that a, Pope is iofallible, elfectnally anniLilat«8 the 
belief that he has tact, prudence or common senae. For the 
gratuitous and impertinent intermeddling of his ill advised ill 
advisers, the Jesuits, who have him in baud, and pull the 
wires that make " infallibility" dance, has destroyed effectuallv 
any ]x>ssiliility of making a propaganda in Kngland, which Ibe 
good old man in pure ignorance has insulted and outraged. 

F-i'irib. The pronouncement has called out an encycliinl 
letter from the Archbishops of England addressed to him and 
to all the bishops in the world, sbowiog the pervflrsion of f«ct 
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and history, and theological science, on which the Pope bases 
his conclusion, and that if the orders of the church in England 
are defective, on his own reasoning Leo's orders are far more 
defective, and the orders of the Roman Clergy everywhere, on 
his arguments, are subject to most grave theological doubt. 

Grod makes the wrath of man to praise him. He also 
makes the foolishness of man to do the same. And the un- 
wise, unlearned and hasty utterance of the Bishop of Rome 
has struck a deadly blow at the dogma of his infallibility, and 
has given an opportunity for the bishops of the old lines, our 
historic Episcopate, to set forth, with authority and power in 
the eyes of all the churches, their high descent and their un- 
failing loyalty to Apostolic Faith and Order. 

The conference of all the Bishops in communion with the 
see of Canterbury, <*The Lambuth Conference," so-called, 
meets again this year. It has hitherto met decennially. But 
this year it meets in the ninth year, because it is the 1200th 
anniversary of the landing of Augustine and his companions in 
the Capitol of Saxon Kent. 

It was not the beginning of the church in Britain, for 
Augustine found the British Church when he came. And his 
singularly barren and fruitless Episcopacy is hardly worth 
commemorating for its own sake. For the heathen Angles 
and Saxons were, after all, converted by the Irish Bishops, 
but it was the beginning of the See of Canterbury. 

I am to go with others of our American Bishops. I have 
been asked, in the kindliest way, to do some acts of high duty. 
A compliment to ask, a duty almost to perform. It will be 
the last time I shall probably see the dear friends whom my 
last visit made very dear, for they are passing fast. All feel- 
ing calls me across the sea again, just once more. My pas- 
sage is taken on the Campania sailing May 22nd. I shall, Ood 
willing, preach before the University of Oxford Whitsunday, 
Jane 6th, for the great Missionary Society — the oldest exist- 
ing, the Society for the Propogation of the Gospel, in St. 
Panrs Cathedral, June 23rd.
